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PROMINENT successful pharmaceutical 

chemist recently was heard to remark in the 

presence of a group of younger men in the pro- 
fession that pharmacy as a profession was doomed. 


He attempted to justify the assertion by stating that 
the majority of prescriptions dispensed today are tablets, 
capsules and other pre-manufactured preparations, and 
that extemporaneous dispensing of physicians’ prescrip- 
tions is steadily declining. 


Pharmacy had been kind to this man. It had given 
him a liberal education, success in business, social 
standing and prestige. 


It had provided him with opportunity for entering 
into intimate community life, of knowing people of all 
grades of society, of gaining their confidence and their 
respect. It had enabled him to render a specialised 
and truly useful service. 


The views expounded by this pharmacist and a few 
of his colleagues can be harmful. Such thinking in 
itself is detrimental, and the expression of the thoughts 
which are engendered is worse. Nothing will depress 
the standing of any calling as greatly or as quickly as 
the dissemination of thought that it is on the decline, 
or that its members are not fulfilling a useful purpose. 


Pharmacy is performing an important function in the 
community. It is an essential part of the health services. 


Throughout the world universities and colleges have 
realised that pharmaceutical chemists must be educated 
to a higher standard than their forebears. 


In European countries a seven year course of phar- 
macy at university level is not uncommon; the U.S.A. 
now has adopted a universal five year course and is 
contemplating a six year course. In Canada a degree 
in Arts is a pre-requisite for commencement of the 
three year pharmacy course, after which a two or three 
years’ interneship is required—the whole course of 
training occupying in some of the provinces, nine years.

The Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain has 
indicated that consideration has been given to requiring 
a three year full time academic course, followed by a 
period of practical training as the basis of reciprocity 
with other countries. 


Surely our guilds and societies, our universities and 
colleges believe that these policies are right and neces- 
sary and that pharmacy has a bright future. 


It is, of course, folly to pretend that the practice of 
pharmacy is all applied science. 


Pharmacy is a business. It is a business founded 
upon professional training and skill. It lives by the 
process of trade; by buying and selling. 


Medicine, law, architecture, dentistry, veterinary 
science and the rest are in a sense businesses — the 
principal difference being for the most part that the 
practitioners sell only their services, whereas the chemist 
sells goods and services, usually in the form of a joint 
product. 


Pharmacy is becoming more and more complex. The 
National Health Service, the Repatriation Service, the 
Pensioner Medical Service, have imposed a great volume 
of clerical and administrative work on retail chemists, 
and there is no likelihood-that this will diminish. 


The time is rapidly approaching when the individual 
will not be able to cope with the demands of bureau- 
cracy and modern practice. The “one man business” 
will not be able to function satisfactorily, and the 
sooner this is recognised and pharmacy geared to meet 
the change the better. 


In all planning and in education and in direction 
from leaders and organisations we should strive to 
create in the minds of members, a realisation that they 
are part of a profession which has a future and which 
can be very rewarding.

Federal B.M.A. Council Honours Doctors 


The Federal Council of the British Medical Association 
in Australia awarded, on March 17, the Gold Medal of 
the Association to Dr. H. C. Colville and Dr. W. F. 
Simmons, “for long and distinguished service to the 
B.M.A. and to the members of the Medical profession 
throughout Australia.” 


Dr. Colville is President of the Federal Council, a 
role which the Medical Journal of Australia states he 
has filled with distinction since the death of his pre- 
decessor in office, Sir Archibald Collins. 


Dr. Colville was for 32 years a member of the Council 
of the Victorian Branch of the B.M.A. He has been 
Chairman for 22 years, and was President of the Branch 
for 1940. 


Dr. Simmons has been a representative of the New 
South Wales Branch of the Federal Council for 23 years, 
and has been Treasurer of the Council since 1945. He 
has been a Director of the Australian Medical Publishing 
Co. Ltd. since 1947 and has held various other offices. 


These awards bring the total number of Gold Medals 
so far awarded to 10. 


Buying Clubs and Discounts 


Statistics are not available to indicate the extent of 
operations of buying clubs in Australia. There is no 
doubt that they are numerous and make substantial 
inroads into the turnover of retailers. 


This much is gleaned from perusal of advertisements 
and the notices issued by Staff Associations, Government 
bodies, large industrial concerns, etc. 


Such schemes can operate of course only with the 
co-operation of people in business whether it be whole- 
sale or retail. 


Although the giving of discounts is contrary to Guild 
rules, there remain unfortunately some chemists who 
lend their names to discount schemes.

Reference is made in a recent issue of “The Journal 
of the Southern Pharmaceutical Association” to a very 
interesting judgment of the U.S. Supreme Court which 
held that a co-operative group of Automobile Parts 
Distributors acted in violation of the law by banding 
together to obtain more favourable prices from parts 
suppliers. 


The Federal Trade Commission had ruled that the 
buying group or co-operative group was established 
only to obtain lower prices, and that their organisation 
in reality was a bookkeeping device in violation of 
price discrimination regulations. The Supreme Court 
refused to review the decision of the F.T.C. 


The Journal from which we are quoting points out 
that any study of buying clubs reveals a pattern of 
considerable enthusiasm on the part of members in 
supposedly new-found discounts and that enthusiasm 
begins to wane as members realise the problems of 
distribution and the cost thereof. 


It further points out that it is axiomatic that while 
costs of distribution may be absorbed they cannot be 
avoided, and wise retailers will think more than twice 
before they get into a field that requires a good deal 
more than is revealed on the surface in the way of 
time, expense and worry. Extra discounts often won’t 
cover any part of these problems. 


Labelling of Prescribed Medicines 


The question as to whether containers of prescribed 
medicines should carry a label indicating the name of 
the substance is a subject which has been argued 
strenuously. 


Recently the Joint Formulary Committee of Great 
Britain issued a statement which made it clear and 
confirmed the widely accepted view that containers 
must be labelled in the manner specified by the 
prescriber. 


Arguments in favour of labelling containers with the 
name of the drug are that information is quickly avail- 
able when a patient transfers from one medical prac- 
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‘ttitioner to another; it saves confusion for a patient under 
treatment with more than one medicine: and it provides 
prompt identification in the event of poisoning. 


“Pharmacy Digest” for January 1961 sets out in an 
editorial article the arguments against such labelling, 
namely the risk of encouraging the patient in self 
medication, and the risk that the patient may switch 
-containers. 


The editorial continues: 


“Obviously it all depends on the mentality of the 
patient, and the only person to judge this is the pre- 
scriber. Therefore the Joint Formulary Committee 
recommends that if the prescriber wishes a preparation 
to be identified on the label, he should say so on the 
prescription, as part of the normal labelling instructions. 
He may direct that the preparation be labelled with 
its real name (e.g. ‘Phenobarbitone Tablets’) or with an 
indication of its action (e.g. ‘The Sedative’ Tablets). 
In the absence of such specific instructions the label 
should follow the traditional style ‘The Tablets’. 


This straightforward procedure should bring to an 
end a situation that has occasionally caused friction 
between doctor and pharmacist.”

Air Vice-Marshal Daley Retires 


The very cordial relationships which have existed be- 
tween Service Medical Chiefs and the pharmaceutical 
profession has been most gratifying. 


A very generous measure of co-operation has been 
a feature of the liaison which has existed principally 
through the medium of the Pharmaceutical Association. 


Directors of Navy, Army and Air Force Medical Ser- 
vices have exerted their influence very consistently in 
endeavours to raise the standard of pharmaceutical 
service within their departments and to watch the in- 
terests of personnel engaged. 


Air Vice-Marshal E. A. Daley, Director-General of 
Medical Services, Royal Australian Air Force, on the 
eve of his retirement, in a letter to the President of the 
Pharmaceutical Association of Australia, Mr. H. A. 
Braithwaite, expressed his appreciation of the courtesy, 
help and good will which had always characterised his 
association with P.A.A. In his letter he wrote: 


“The role of the pharmacist in the medical services, 
and indeed the profession generally, is of ever-increasing 
significance, and this has been amply demonstrated to 
me over the years I have been head of the R.A.A-F. 
Medical Service. 


“In thanking you for the co-operation of the phar- 


maceutical profession, in our common problems as they 
affect the R.A.A.F., may I take the opportunity of wish- 
ing you and your organisation prosperity and great 
achievement in the future.” 


Recruiting for Pharmacy in the United 
Kingdom 


Active measures are being taken by the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society in Great Britain to attract recruits for the 
profession of pharmacy. Its work in this field is being 
linked with the publicity given to Commonwealth 
Trading Week. 


Attractively produced posters have been distributed 
widely and made available free to branch secretaries of 
the Society. A central poster of 30 x 40 in., and two 
flanking posters 30 x 20 in., together with a banner or 
streamer, make up a complete unit’ suitable for a wall 
display or for mounting on cardboard to form a hinged 
back-screen to a table top display. Wording on the 
poster is: 


“An integral feature of the nation’s health service 
is the work of the 27,612 pharmacists who strive daily 
to provide the curative and prophylactic medicines 
for the 53 million men, women and children in Great 
Britain. 
MORE ARE NEEDED 

About 12,500 are employed in industry. 

MORE — MANY MORE ARE NEEDED 
About 18,500 are employed in retail pharmacies. 

MORE — MANY MORE ARE NEEDED 


About 175 are employed in our Universities and 
Schools of Pharmacy teaching the pharmacists of the 
future. 


MORE ARE NEEDED 
A rewarding and worthwhile career.” 


The “Chemist and Druggist” points out that in the 
year 1962 about 929,000 boys and girls will reach the 
age of fifteen. Of these 494,000 are expected to leave 
school. The comparative figures for 1956 were 613,000 
and 333,000 respectively. 

All around the world authorities responsible for 
education and training are facing this problem of accom- 
modating the greatly increased number of teenagers 
who will be graduating from secondary schools. These 
are the first of the children born in the immediate post- 
war period entering the age in which they are ready to 
commence employment or proceed to tertiary educational 
courses. 

It is important that they should receive correct 
guidance in preparation for their careers. It is equally 
important from the point of view of professions, and 
this includes pharmacy, that an adequate number of 
properly prepared candidates should be available. 

This is of importance in a country such as Australia 
with a rapidly expanding population.

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RHEUMATISM RESEARCH 


Rheumatic disease is of frequent occurrence and is 
responsible for much suffering, much broken employ- 
ment, and considerable industrial loss. 

Organisations such as The World Health Organisation, 
The Empire Rheumatism Council, The Wellcome Foun- 
dation and The Nuffield Foundation, have sponsored 
much research work in the many and diversified fields of 
rheumatic disease. 

The Pharmaceutical Journal, March 4, 1961, gave the 
following review of some of this work:— 

It is thought that the rate of incidence of chronic 
rheumatic diseases in Britain might be between 2 and 
4 per cent. Possibly even this estimate may be on the 
low side, for it is known that each year more than 
730,000 employed persons claim sickness benefit because 
of rheumatism. Materially, this represents a cost to 
industry of perhaps £80 million and a loss of some 27 
million working days a year; what it means in terms of 
suffering can only be imagined. 

In spite of considerable effort on the part of clinicians 
and laboratory scientists, the problems of rheumatic 
diseases are yielding but slowly to research, and there 
is no evidence to suggest that any spectacular advance 
will be achieved in the near future. Nevertheless, use- 
ful knowledge is accumulating about the process of 
these diseases, the effect of newer drugs upon their 
course and the kind of clinical management which is 
most effective in alleviating the pain and incapacity of 
the sufferer. The attack is being made from many 
sides. The World Health Organisation, for example, 
has concerned itself particularly with rheumatic fever 
and rheumatic heart disease—conditions which account 
for a substantial proportion of deaths in children and 
young adults and which, in non-fatal attacks, often lead 
to long-continued disability. On a broader basis, the 
Empire Rheumatism Council is sponsoring a national 
survey of rheumatism in industry, one result of which 
may be to clarify the influence of climate and diet on 
rheumatic complaints and their relation to strain or 
psychological factors. More recently, the same organi- 
sation, with the help of mobile X-ray vans presented 
to Manchester University by the Wellcome Foundation, 
has been studying the environmental factors associated 
with the incidence of rheumatic diseases—a study that 
has already revealed a definite hereditary tendency in 
certain forms of rheumatoid arthritis. 

The Nuffield Foundation, which for many years has 
devoted money and effort to research into rheumatic 
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diseases, has tended to concentrate investigation on three 
main aspects of the problem: clinical care, trials of the 
more promising new drugs and research into the bio- 
logical changes associated with rheumatic conditions. 
This year, the Foundation’s principal grant is for work 
falling within the last-mentioned category, being for 
research on plasma proteins by the University of Birm- 
ingham’s department of experimental pathology. Dur- 
ing the past decade much has been learned about plasma 
proteins through combining physico-chemical procedures 
with biological detection and measurement by means of 
antibodies specific for the various proteins. Ideal ma- 
terial for the study is provided by plasma from a variety 
of pathological conditions. The inability of some people 
to produce a given protein, or their ability to produce 
abnormal proteins, are regarded as “experiments of 
nature” which may elucidate the function of individual 
proteins. This elucidation, it is hoped, may lead to 
improved diagnosis or even better forms of treatment. 
The substances concerned in this research range in 
molecular weight from about 35,000 to several millions. 
Among them is the large molecular “rheumatoid factor,” 
a substance capable of agglutinating a suspension of sen- 
sitised sheep red blood cells and which is often ob- 
tained from a patient with rheumatoid arthritis. It is 
thought that this rheumatoid factor is probably a com- 
plex of several different components. Antisera specific 
for some of the components have been made and it is 
hoped to use them, after conjugation with fluorescent 
marker dyes, to determine the distribution of the com- 
ponents in sections of diseased tissues. The aim is to 
find an antiserum specific for rheumatoid factor as a 
whole, facilitating assay of the factor in human plasma 
and more precise localisation in diseased tissues. 


THE PHARMACEUTICAL INDUSTRY, 
GREAT BRITAIN 


The Journal of the Royal Institute of Chemistry, 
February, 1961, had an article by C. J. Thomas, M.Sc., 
on “The British Chemical Industry.” This included 
an appendix devoted to “The Pharmaceutical Industry,” 
from which we quote the following passages:— 


The Pharmaceutical Industry 

This industry, today employing some 50,000 persons, 
was virtually non-existent before the First World War. 
In 1957 the output of drugs and pharmaceutical pre- 
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parations was valued at £150 million compared with 
£19 million in 1935 and £15 million in 1924. The higher 
general price level is partly responsible for the high 
value in the post-war period, but the increase is mainl 
the result of the growth of the industry—a growth whic 
was especially great in the period 1935-50, when the 
labour force more than doubled. Within the same period 
not only was there a general growth of production, but 
the composition of the industry’s output has changed 
very greatly: antibiotics are important and there are 
many new synthetic drugs such as the sulphonamides, 
the various antimalarials, vitamins and hormones, as 
well as new biological products. This dynamism and 
progressiveness is linked with the rapid progress of the 
sciences of chemistry, pharmacology and bacteriology 
and the industry’s own research efforts to avail itself 
of bro benefits which progress in these sciences can 
confer. 


The industry is very varied, embracing a wide range 
of production activities, and many different techniques. 
Production in this industry can involve inter alia the 
simple extraction of drugs from plants, the manufacture 
of simple fine chemicals, or complex syntheses of drugs, 
such as the corticosteroids and the hormones, and fer- 
mentation processes for antibiotics; the numerous bio- 
logical products involve techniques for culturing bac- 
teria in nutrient media, or sera and antitoxins in the 
bodies of animals. For the latter purpose large studs 
of horses are usually employed—Burroughs Wellcome, 
for example, have a stud of some 500 animals. Besides 
this variety of basic therapeutic substances further 
variability is imposed by the need to compound or pre- 
pare the ingredients in a variety of ways for admini- 
stration to different subjects in varying circumstances. 
Quantities vary enormously from a total output of 
a few pounds, as in the case of vitamin De, for example, 
to sulphonamides, barbiturates and antimalarials pro- 
o= in hundreds of tons, and to aspirin in thousands 

tons. 


There are perhaps 260 firms (or because of combina- 
tions among them, 230 business units) engaged in 
pharmaceuticals manufacture, and approximately 260 
establishments employing more than 10 persons, but 
owing to difficulties of definition not all establishments 
engaging in pharmaceuticals manufacture on a large 
seale are classified under the industry; e.g., much of the 
aspirin is made in establishments classified with chemi- 
cals (general) and I.C.I. Pharmaceutical Division’s pro- 
duction of basic drugs (being usually carried on in I.C.I. 
establishments mainly producing other chemical pro- 
ducts) is largely excluded from the statistics relating 
to the drugs and pharmaceutical preparations trade. In 
1951 and also in 1954 some 13 per cent. of the output (by 
value) of pharmaceutical products came from establish- 
ments classified under other industries. 


Medicinal fine chemicals with an extensive non-medi- 
cinal use are usually manufactured in the other chemical 
trades, mainly the chemicals (general). On the whole, 
however, the manufacturer of the basic ingredients is 
carried on within the trade, as are the subsequent pro- 
cesses, namely formulation and packaging. 


The Industry and the National Health Service 

The development of the industry has undoubtedly 
been considerably influenced by the inauguration of the 
National Health Service, which initially made drugs 
available free and later at a small prescription charge, 
to all, according to need. But even if there had been 
no National Health Service the industry could not have 
failed to grow, and to grow considerably, under the 
stimulus of the post-war prosperity of the British eco- 
nomy and the undoubted advantages of the new drugs. 
Another concomitant of the growth in the demand for 
drugs has been the attraction of many foreign firms to 
this country. The entry of these firms has conferred 
advantages on the British economy in that the benefits 
of foreign advances in drugs have been made available 
here by a relatively smaller expenditure of foreign 
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currency than would have been necessary if the ready- 
made drugs had to be imported. 


In the National Health Service the industry is faced 
with a virtually monopolist buyer of prescription drugs, 
albeit a monopolist with incomplete control of purchases 
since it operates through a medical profession free to 
prescribe the drugs required by the patient. Conscious 
of its power, the Service has required drug manufac- 
turers to reveal details of profits and as, in many in- 
stances, the profit rates have appeared to be high, the 
industry has at times attracted some unsavoury pub- 
licity. High profits, however, are to be expected on 
newly introduced drugs as costly development charges 
have to be recovered. There have been prolonged 
negotiations between the Ministry of Health (which 
operates the N.H.S.) and the prescription drug section 
of the industry (through the latter’s trade association, 
the Association of British Pharmaceutical Industry) to 
devise methods of pricing which will ensure a corre- 
spondingly higher return to the firms that undertake 
research than to those that do not, these latter to receive 
a rate of profit acceptable to the Ministry. 


Fruitful research culminates in the building of new 
manufacturing plant or the extension of old. In 1959 
capital equipment involving expenditure of some £8 
million came into use, while this year the figure seems 
likely to reach £12 million. Expenditure of this scale 
indicates a considerable degree of confidence within the 
industry—as there should well be, since the demand for 
pharmaceutical products is likely to grow; certainly this 
section of the chemical group of industries seems de- 
stined to continue to make progress and to be pros- 
perous. 


CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM DRUGS 


J. J. Lewis, F.P.S., gave an address on “Drugs Adting 
on the Central Nervous System” to the Glasgow an 
West Scotland branch of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain. 


The following report appeared in The Pharmaceutical 
Journal, February 11, 1961. 

“One of the most striking shifts of emphasis in 
pharmacology since the 1939-45 war had been that from 
drugs which acted predominantly upon sites in the peri- 
pheral autonomic nervous system to those which acted 
mainly on the central nervous system. The outcome of 
much recent investigatory work had been the intro- 
duction of three new groups of drugs into psychiatric 
medicine. These were the tranquillisers, the anti-de- 
pressives and the psychotomimetics. There had been 
no comparable advance in the treatment of mental ill- 
ness since the introduction of insulin-shock and metra- 
zolshock, and the use of barbiturates to induce pro- 
longed periods of hypnosis or sedation. Even those did 
not represent a truly direct psycho-pharmacological ap- 
proach to the treatment of mental illness, because in the 
first case the induction of convulsions and in the second 
of quiescence of sleep were employed to alter indirectly 
the electrical and biochemical activities of the central 
nervous system, and there was usually no intention of 
using the drugs for a direct action upon a disease pro- 
cess in the brain. The most important of the tranquilli- 
sers was chlorpromazine, originally introduced in France 
in connection with the technique of artificial hiberna- 
tion. A number of chemically related phenothiazine 
derivatives had also been introduced, but, while they 
might be as effective as chlorpromazine, they had not 
replaced it in the treatment of severe mental illness. 
When chlorpromazine was not effective, the indole alka- 
loid reserpine might be useful. That compound ap- 
parently produced results similar to those of chlor- 
promazine, but by an essentially different mechanism. 
Chlorpromazine might be looked upon as causing cen- 
tral parasympathetic predominance by antagonising the 
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central actions of noradrenaline, postulated to be the 
central sympathetic (ergotrophic) transmitter. Reser- 
pine liberated 5-hydroxytryptamine from sites in the 
brain at which that substance was bound in an inactive 
form, and so produced direct central parasympathetic 
(trophotrophic) predominance by increasing the amount 
of free trophotrophic transmitter in the central nervous 
system, 


The psychotomimetics had very restricted clinical ap- 
plications in psychiatric medicine, but were of con- 
siderable experimental interest. Those compounds 
caused symptoms resembling those seen in psychotic 
patients. They included lysergic acid diethylamine, 
psilocybine, mescaline, adrenochrome, ibogaine and 
bufotenine, as well as certain plant parts and extracts 
used in folk medicine or in tribal rituals. Some psy- 
chotomimetics were related chemically to noradrenaline, 
others to 5-hydroxytryptamine. They might act by 
reinforcing the central actions of the former or anta- 
gonising those of the latter. 


The anti-depressives were used mainly to treat causes 
of endogenous depression, usually as adjuncts to other 
forms of psychotherapy. The most important and ef- 
fective of those appeared to be imipramine. Other com- 
pounds included the monoamine oxidase inhibitor ipro- 
niazid which was effective, but prone to cause liver 
damage, and certain related hydrazine derivatives, in- 
cluding phenelzine and nialamide, which also inhibited 
monoamine oxidase. Although a number of anti- 
depressives inhibited monoamine oxidase, the introduc- 
tion of imipramine, which had anti-depressive activity, 
but was not a monoamine oxidase inhibitor, had made it 
doubtful whether the two types of activity were linked. 
Monoamine oxidase was an enzyme which brought about 
the oxidative deamination of certain biologically impor- 
tant amines. Its most important substrate was thought 
to be 5-hydroxytryptamine, and not, as was at one time 
believed, adrenaline and noradrenaline. 


It had to be emphasised that the tranquillisers and 
anti-depressives—although they were a decided advance 
in psychopharmacology—had not replaced the more 
established forms of psychotherapy, and that a great 
deal still depended upon such things as staff-patient 
ratio in the hospitals, and the extent to which social 
measures were applied.” 


DRUGS AND THE BRAIN 


The hg | is text of a talk given over Network 
Three, B.B.C. It is reprinted from The Listener, Febru- 
ary 16, 1961. 


“Man is more concerned with how he feels than with 
what he thinks. So he has always sought relief from 
disagreeable feelings, such as anxiety and nervous ten- 
sion. He early discovered alcohol and its properties: 
later on he made decoctions of plants, and later still he 
synthesized drugs which act on the central nervous 
system is similar ways. Man has devoted much ingenu- 
ity to relieving his feelings. 


How do these substances work? Is alcohol a stimu- 
lant, as so many of its admirers claim? The answer is 
no. Alcohol, like the commonly used barbiturate drugs, 
is a paralyser of the central nervous system. It reduces 
nervous activity as a whole and induces a pleasant 
lassitude. The secret of alcohol is that it releases com- 
fortable and self-flattering thoughts from the control 
of realism. The paralysing action of these drugs can 
easily be demonstrated in the laboratory. In human 
beings the first casualties are the higher psychic centres. 
Subtlety of thought, alertness, and the social qualities 
such as tactfulness and modesty are soon affected. If 
continued doses are taken the function of the sensory 
and motor centres deteriorates, so that speech is slurred, 
gait is unsteady, and the special senses, for example, 
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sight and hearing, lose their acuity. Finally, the basic 
centres of the brain are attacked, and when the centre 
which controls breathing is paralysed, death follows. 
No, alcohol is not a stimulant. 


True stimulatory drugs are rare, and the medical 
psychologist is mainly interested in those which have an 
effect on feelings of well-being. Such a drug is amphet- 
amine, which was discovered some years ago and is now 
widely used in the treatment of depressive states. It is 
still not clear precisely where and how it acts, but it 
seems probable that one of its actions is in the mid- 
brain—that is, in that part of the central nervous system 
which has to do with the maintenance of temperament, 
the output of emotion, and the balance between mental 
satisfaction and dissatisfaction. Because of man’s pre- 
occupation with his feelings, depressive states have al- 
ways been very important clinically. They produce 
severe mental pain, slow down activity—at times to a 
full stop—and profoundly affect the family and friends 
of the depressed person. 


We can recognise two aspects of mental depression. 
There is the depression itself, which is a sense of hope- 
lessness; but there are also the unpleasant sensations 
which accompany the depression, and which are vari- 
ously described as dread, apprehension, agitation, or 
tension. These may even be more severe than the de- 
pression itself. So in the treatment of depression there 
must be two aims as far as drugs are concerned: first, 
the relief of the depression by an effective stimulant; 
and second, the control of fear or agitation by a suitable 
sedative. This leads to an inherent contradiction in 
treatment, in that on the one hand the doctor must 
stimulate, and on the other hand he must also sedate. 


A big discovery was made in this field about nine years 
ago. Some French biochemists and pharmacologists 
were trying to find a drug which would reduce shock 
in patients with severe wounds. Shock normally leads 
to a complete loss of function of almost all the mental 
and bodily poveemare, If these processes can be arrested, 
as it were, by a kind of deep freeze, the deterioration of 
function does not take place. The French workers, in 
their search for a drug which would slow down vital 
processes, synthesised the substance chlorpromazine. 
This has a profound effect on the mid-brain—the same 
area which is affected by the stimulant amphetamine. 
Chlorpromazine reduces feeling and in particular slows 
down and diminishes response to feeling. In average 
doses it brings about a condition of tranquilisation, and 
in larger doses a state of hibernation. 


The effects of the introduction of chlorpromazine in 
the treatment of mental disorder have been revolution- 
ary. In the first place it has been possible to help whole 
groups of patients who have lost control of their emo- 
tions and actions. Many of these patients are so tran- 
quillised by chlorpromazine that they no longer need 
large doses of sedative drugs, and are able to leave the 
close supervision of locked hospital wards. Some are 
able to return to work. An equally important result 
has been the stimulus to research brought about by the 
discovery that a single drug could act in a discrimina- 
tory way in a particular part of the brain. At present 
the yoy mee of these drugs is proceeding so rapidly 
that they have to queue up for clinical test. 


An Anti-depressant 

Apart from new tranquillising drugs, two other kinds 
have been developed: the anti-depressants and the 
psychic energisers. The psychic energisers have an 
added interest because their action, unlike the earlier 
drugs, comes closer to what we might call a natural 
process. Drugs like the barbiturates and chlorpromazine 
do not occur naturally in the body. We believe their 
action to be mainly pharmacological—that is a direct 
chemical action on certain nerve cells. But some of the 
psychic energisers act differently, in what may be called 
a biological manner. To understand this we shall have 
to consider more closely the way the mid-brain works.

Temperament is mainly controlled in the mid-brain by 
what must be a balancing action between stimulation 
on the one hand and relaxation on the other. The 
balancing mechanism must be capable of regulating and 
timing itself so that it produces energy in a rhythmical 
manner and gives rise to the right activity of the appro- 
priate degree in the right place at the proper time. Too 
little means depression, retardation, and loss of energy, 
whereas too much means excitement over-activity and 
the squandering of energy. This mechanism is partly 
maintained by the supply of substances called amines, 
which are found to be plentiful in the mid-brain. Amines 
are derived from the breakdown of proteins, and they 
are concerned with the production of energy through- 
out the body. These naturally-occurring amines—in 
contradistinction to amphetamine, which is a synthesised 
product—are themselves kept in control by an enzyme 
which oxidises them into inert products. This enzyme 
is called monoamine oxidase. Clearly, if its action can 
be stopped, the quantity of amines in the mid-brain will 
rise. The psychic energisers are, in fact, inhibitors of 
this enzyme, and so their action is to increase the effec- 
= quantity of amines available in the central nervous 
system. 


We can now treat cases of agitated depression by giv- 
ing a tranquilliser, such as chlorpromazine, to control 
the agitation, and a monoamine oxidase inhibitor to 
increase energy and remove depression. But we can 
also tackle the problem in another way; that is, by giv- 
ing an anti-depressant drug which works directly and 
specifically on the appropriate nerve cells. Such a drug 
has been discovered. Oddly enough it was found by 
workers who were trying to produce an even better tran- 
quilliser than chlorpromazine. The new drug, imipra- 
mine, is closely related chemically to chlorpromazine, 
but is unlike it in its action. It has little effect in con- 
trolling agitation, and is almost purely anti-depressant. 
A further fascinating and puzzling action of this drug is 
that if it is given to a patient with schizophrenia, an 
illness where the main disorder lies not in the feeling, 
but in the thinking processes, it makes them worse. 
This is a finding which was as unexpected as it may 
yet prove informative. 


Treating Temperamental Illnesses 


So far, drugs have been produced which have gone a 
long way to help us treat states of disordered emotion, 
which we call affective states or temperamental illnesses, 
but we have not had much success yet in the treatment 
of schizophrenia. However, research work has suggested 
that it, too, is very much a biochemical illness. It is 
thought that under certain circumstances normal bodily 
products may break down in an abnormal way to pro- 
duce poisonous substances. These in turn may pass 
from the blood and into the brain itself, where they may 
interfere with communications between the brain cells. 
The brain—with its organ of function, the mind—is a 
complicated electro-chemical structure which depends 
just as much upon prompt and adequate internal com- 
munication as does an electronic computer. The start- 
ing, storing, and shunting of messages between groups 
of nerve cells may be interfered with by toxic processes. 
When this happens the patient experiences a disorgani- 
sation of thinking, feeling, and orientation. There are 
chemicals which, when given to normal persons, cause 
conditions somewhat like schizophrenic processes. The 
substances lysergic acid and mescaline, obtained from 
Mexican cactus, can cause hallucinations and fleeting 
delusions, but the condition subsides as soon as the drug 
is withdrawn. When we know precisely how these sub- 
stances work, we shall be closer to solving the puzzle 
of schizophrenia. 


Some of the most recent work in the field of psycho- 
pharmacology has shown that some cases are due to the 
absence of a vital food or bodily product; these cases 
can be simply cured by providing the missing substance 
—if you can find out what it is. Other mental defects 
are due to the presence of poisonous substances in the 


body. One of the most interesting discoveries is that 
certain infants are unable to use some foods in the 
normal way. As they break these foods down, they 
manufacture poisonous substances, and these prevent 
the proper development of certain nerve cells. At pre- 
sent, the only cure in this case is to omit from the diet 
the particular food which leads to this trouble. 


The discoveries of recent years have begun to disclose 
a few of the more simple mysteries of the relationship 
between brain and psyche. We know enough to be 
able to look forward with certainty to a rapid increase 
in our understanding of the finer chemistry of brain 
and its more precise relationship to the detailed think- 
ing and feeling processes themselves.

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TERMINOLOGY FOR TRANQUILLISERS 


The British Medical Journal (Feb. 25, 1961) in its 
section, “Any Questions?” gave the following definitions 
of terms applied to phenothiazine derivatives:— 

Tranquilliser: Certain drugs (developed from the anti- 
histaminics) which produce sedation and tranquillity 
without much drowsiness; divided into two groups ac- 
cording to their use: (a) treatment of psychoses and be- 
haviour disorders in children (e.g., prochlorperazine, 
perphenazine, trifluoperazine); and (b) treatment of 
neuroses (e.g., meprobramate, benactyzine and chlor- 
diazepoxide). 

Ataractic: Synonym for tranquilliser. 

Hibernators: Tranquillisers which also lower body 
temperature. 

Monoamine Oxidase Inhibitors: Block the enzyme 
monoamine oxidase, which destroys certain amines in 
the body (noradrenaline and 5-hydroxytryptamine). Ex- 
amples are iproniazid, phenelzine and nialamide. 

Antidepressant: Drugs which are effective in the treat- 
ment of depression (not considered a useful term). 


Psychic Energiser: Monoamine oxidase inhibitors 
which ae neurotic depression (e.g., iproniazid). 

Mood Elevator and Thymoleptic: Used to describe the 
action of imipramine in endogenous depression; the lat- 
ter (in the opinion of the “B.M.J.”) is unfortunate, as it 
suggests action on the thymus gland. 

Psychotropic and Neuroleptic: Non-specific terms used 
to describe any drug which has an affinity for the mind 
or acts upon the nervous system. 

The “B.M.J.” says that such terms as “broad-spectrum 
psychotropic drug” have little to commend them, and 
concludes: “Until more is known about the pharma- 
cological action of these new preparations we shall 
probably have to put up with these and other descrip- 
tive phrases which seem to delight the drug manufac- 
turers and their representatives, but only bewilder the 
average medical practitioner.”—Pharm. J., March 4, 1961. 


HEALTH PROGRAMME IN INDIA 


a following note is taken from Nature, February 25, 
1961. 

The November issue of Science & Culture contains an 
article outlining the health programme of the Third 
Five Year Plan in India, and also a discussion of the 
gocoqens by Dr. A. N. Khosla, delivered to the Health 

anel of the Planning Commission. Of the 300 crores 
of rupees allocated for health, 80 crores are for water 
supply and sanitation, 50 crores for primary health units, 
hospitals and dispensaries, 92 crores for control of com- 
municable diseases, 38 crores for education and training 
and 25 crores for, family. planning: The shortage of 
medical personnel is a grave problem; there are about 
71,000 doctors in India, 25 per million in rural areas and 
800 per million in urban areas, while the present 55 
medical colleges have an annual intake of 5,000 and 
train about 2,800 graduates each year. The position 
regarding women doctors is particularly unsatisfactory. 
It is suggested that it is not suitable to increase the 
number of medical colleges at present, but that the 
resources of the Plan could be more profitably used 
in raising the standard of ee providing more 
equipment and space in the hospitals and laboratories 
and increasing the staff of qualified teachers in existing 
institutions. The total allocation of Rs. 300 crores is 
regarded as inadequate, and besides a determined effort 
to eliminate the adulteration of food, a bolder policy in 
regard to water supply and sanitation is urged, and ex- 
pansion of the existing scheme of iodinated salt is 
recommended to cover the whole of the endemic belt. 
‘The public health laboratories envisaged should be pro- 
-vided with free diagnostic services for the public. 


ORIGINS OF PHARMACY 


Professor G. E. Trease, head of the Department of 
Pharmacy, University of Nottingham, recently gave an 
address to the Romford Branch of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain, the title was “The Origins of 
Pharmacy.” An abstract was published in The Chemist 
& Druggist, February 11, 1961. 


“The embryo pharmacist (epicier, spicer, apothecarius) 
originated in Arab countries about the ninth century, 
but said that in Europe the separation of pharmacy 
from medicine only gradually spread northwards from 
Sicily and Spain, where the impact of Arab culture 
was immediate and powerful. In England the trade 
in spicery, though it had existed long previously, as- 
sumed considerable proportions in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. In London the pepperers had an adulterine guild 
in the time of Henry II, and the large number of 
mayors of the City recruited from their ranks attested 
their significant role in the city’s commerce. The sur- 
name “Spicer” was met with in 1184, but the occupation 
must have been well established before that date. The 
term apotheca (meaning originally a store-place, par- 
ticularly for wine), gradually came to mean a store- 
place for spicery and eventually a pharmacy. Much 
was recorded about the spicers and apothecaries of the 
Royal households, but Robert Montpellier was one of 
the few medieval pharmacists whose life could be 
reconstructed in any detail. The name Montpellier 
and the fact that Robert undoubtedly possessed up-to- 
date pharmaceutical knowledge suggested that he had 
probably received his pharmaceutical training in the 
town of Montpellier, which was a source of rare drugs 
and skilled apothecaries, and which a!'so had a famous 
medical school. In England the practice of pharmacy 
was carried out at fairs and in retail establishments, 
culminating in the incorporation by Royal Charter of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain in 1843.” 


ADVANCES IN PARASITOLOGY 


The autumn meeting of the Parasitology Group, In- 
stitute of Biology (London), was devoted to “Recent 
Advances in Fields of Parasitological Research.” It 
was reported in Nature, January 21, 1961. 


Bernard Weitz (Lister Institute) gave a paper on 
Trypanosomiasis. 


Eradication of the disease depends on the control of 
the vector or the elimination of the reservoir hosts. 
Glossina can be controlled by bush clearing and, more 
recently, by the critical use of insecticides. Eradication 
of the insect by the sterilisation of males by vy-irradia- 
tion is not practicable at present. Destruction of game 
removes the source of food of the vector and the para- 
site reservoir simultaneously. Consideration of the feed- 
ing habits of Glossina might permit the partial destruc- 
tion of game, resulting in starvation of the fly. Animals 
which are frequently bitten by Glossina are usually 
tolerant to artificial infection, and, conversely, those 
which are infrequently fed on by the insect develop a 
parasitaemia and die more rapidly. On the other hand, 
it is difficult to understand how animals which are 
seldom or never bitten by tsetse become frequently in- 
fected unless by some other method of transmission. It 
is not clear whence the infection in the fly is derived. 
Immunity of animals can be assessed by a number of 
tests, but the specificity or sensitivity of the available 
serological techniques has led to confusing conclusions. 
The respiration test was recently used to measure the 
immune response of apparently resistant breeds of 
cattle. Recent attempts to investigate the antigenic 
pattern of trypanosomes showed that soluble antigens, 
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released in the blood-stream of infected laboratory ani- 
mals, influence infection. Laboratory animals immuni- 
zed with these soluble antigens are protected against 
infection. Other antigens are released on mechanical 
disintegration of the trypanosomes. The occurrence of 
these antigens has been confirmed in the natural disease. 
Drugs are an important means of control of the disease, 
but cannot be considered as a permanent measure. The 
local eradication of the disease must depend on con- 
— action by the use of all available methods of 
control. 


Dr. B. A. Newton (Department of Biochemistry, Cam- 
bridge) discussed “The Mode of Action of Quaternary 
Ammonium Trypanocides.” 


Early work of Lock (1950) and Ormerod (1951, 1952) 
on the mode of action of ethidium bromide and “an- 
trycide” indicated that these compounds differed mark- 
edly from the older type of trypanocidal drug (for ex- 
ample, trivalent phenyl arsenoxides, stilbamidine and 
acriflavine). Cytochemical studies led Ormerod to 
suggest that both compounds act in a similar manner 
by combining with, and inactivating, cytoplasmic ribo- 
nucleoprotein. Stimulated by these observations, work 
has been carried out on the action of ethidium bromide 
and “antrycide” on the trypanosomid flagellate, Strigo- 
monas oncopelti, growing in a chemically defined me- 
dium. It has been found that these two drugs differ 
in their effect on the growth of Strigomonas; ethidium 
inhibits growth after about one generation, whereas 
“Antrycide” changes the pattern of growth from a 
logarithmic form to a linear form. Examination of 
drug-treated cells has revealed an abnormal ratio of 
ribonucleic acid to deoxyribonucleic acid following 
ethidium treatment; no such change was observed after 
“Antrycide” treatment. A more detailed investigation 
of the effects of these two compounds has shown that 
ethidium rapidly inhibits the synthesis of deoxyribo- 
nucleic acid, but permits the synthesis of ribonucleic 
acid and protein to continue for a limited time; antry- 
cide, on the other hand, specifically inhibits the incor- 
poration of purines into nucleic acid, but does not inhi- 
bit the net synthesis of nucleic acid so long as the 
organisms are able to synthesize purines. This action 
of “Antrycide” is associated with the pyrimidine por- 
tion of the molecule. Examination of an “Antrycide”- 
resistant strain of S. oncopelti, which has been developed 
in vitro, suggests that resistance is not associated with 
a change in cell permeability, or with a change in the 
affinity of cytoplasmic nucleoprotein for the drug. 


NEW ANTHELMINTIC:PROMINTIC 


Described as a major break-through in the veterinary 
treatment of intestinal worms in cattle and sheep is a 
new drug, Promintic, made by the Pharmaceuticals 
Division of Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. The new 
drug, which is a solution of methyridine, resulted from 
work at Alderley Park Research Laboratories, Cheshire, 
and it is highly active against the wide range of mature 
and immature intestinal worms causing parasitic gastro- 
enteritis leading to gross loss of condition and even 
death in cattle and sheep. Other remedies currently in 
use are active only against certain species of worms, 
and thus dosing with two or even more preparations may 
be required before the animal is free of infestation. 
Some of these remedies (containing phenothiazine) can 
produce undesirable side effects such as the discolora- 
tion of milk or staining of the fleecé, and can sometimes 
be toxic to the animal. Promintic is claimed to be safe 
and to have none of these disadvantages. It is a colour- 
less, sweet-smelling liquid which mixes readily with 
water and is available to veterinary surgeons as a 90 
per cent. v/v sterile solution for subcutaneous injection. 
It is supplied in 250-mil. multi-dose bottles. The recom- 


mended dose is based on the live weight of the animal 
to be treated. Average doses are 5 mils. for a lamb; 
10 mils. for an adult sheep; and 30 mils. for yearling 
cattle. After injection it is rapidly absorbed and dis- 
tributed throughout the tissues, appreciable amounts 
being diffused into the alimentary canal along its entire 
length. In this way the drug comes into contact with 
all species of worms at all stages of their life; immature 
worms, as well as adults, are removed, thus preventing 
the possibility of re-infestation from them. Methyridine 
has also produced excellent results when given by 
mouth, and a drench is being developed for this alter- 
native method of treatment. Promintic will shortly be 
available throughout the British Commonwealth.— 
Pharm. J., March 4, 1961. 


ISATIN-THIOSEMICARBAZONE 
A New Antiviral Drug 


(Abstract of an article 4 Bauer and Sadler, Brit. J. 
Pharmacol. and Chemoth., March, 1960.) 


“A number of dicarbonyl compounds have been re- 
ported to possess antiviral activity against Newcastle 
disease virus and the PR& strain of inflwenza virus in 
fertile eggs, but they were also virucidal in vitro, and 
the effect was presumably due to the degradation of the 
amino acids of the virus by the Strecker reaction. A 
mechanism of this kind cannot explain the activity of 
isatin-thiosemicarbazone, since isatin has no activity 
against vaccinia virus in vivo, and the antiviral activi- 
ties of the substituted isatin-thiosemicarbazones show 
no correlation with the dehydrogenase activity of the 
corresponding isatins. 

The lack of activity of isatin-thiosemicarbazone 
against other viruses, particularly ectromelia, is difficult 
to explain in accordance with the commonly held view 
that viruses control the metabolism of the cell in which 
they are multiplying, for this implies that the final 
common path in virus multiplication must be the same 
for all viruses. A possible explanation is that isatin- 
thiosemicarbazone chelates with the copper present in 
vaccinia virus and thereby exerts a detrimental! effect 
upon virus multiplication. If this is the case, then the 
lack of activity against other viruses implies that they 
do not contain copper, or, if they do, then the copper 
is either inaccessible or held in a chelate of higher 


constant.”—“Chemotherapy Review,” January, 


DISPOSABLE PAPER BLANKETS 


A simple and efficient way to help combat drug- 
resistant strains of bacteria in hospitals has been de- 
vised by Swedish doctors. Their method is to make 
blankets of paper and to periodically destroy them by 
burning. The blankets, which consist of about twenty 
layers of soft, crepe paper inside a linen cover, are 
stated to be as warm and as light as eiderdown quilts. 
Professor Olof Elgenmark and others at the Children’s 
Hospital, Nykoping, have shown that such bed covers 
are easily handled by hospital staff and sufficiently dur- 
able for all practical requirements. When the patient 
leaves hospital, or at regular intervals for long-stay 
occupants, the blankets are placed in sealed paper bags 
and incinerated. At present a large blanket is reported 
to cost about 2/9 and a child’s blanket about eightpence. 
Large-scale production, however, is expected to reduce 
those prices substantially—Chemist and Druggist, Feb- 
ruary, 1961.

Common Diseases and Their Symptoms.

The appendix is usually looked on, not as an actively 
functional structure, but as a degenerated relic of little 
importance, that is to say, a vestigial organ. 


It arises from that portion of the large bowel known 
as the caecum, quite close to its junction with the small 
bowel. This junction is known as the ileo-caecal junc- 
tion. Although the vermiform appendix is usually 
described as being situated behind the ileo-caecal junc- 
tion with the tip directed towards the spleen, it may 
point in almost any direction from its attachment to the 
caecum. Its length is usually 3-4”, but may vary be- 
tween 14” and 11” or 12”. This considerable anatomical 
variation of the vermiform appendix means that when 
the organ is diseased, the symptoms it produces may 
simulate many other abdominal conditions and cause 
great difficulty in diagnosis. 


A typical attack of appendicitis can present no pro- 
blems in diagnosis. The atypical attack can present an 
exceedingly difficult diagnostic problem even for the 
most experienced. 


It is reasonable to ask why the appendix is so liable 
to inflammation. It is due to the peculiar anatomy of 
the organ. The appendix is supported in its proximal 
two-thirds by mesentery, a membrane carrying its main 
nutrient blood vessels. The distal or outermost one-third 
obtains its blood supply through a narrow vessel ex- 
tending to the tip. Here, then, the blood supply is 
often poor. 


The appendix is like a hollow tube and has a lumen. A 
healthy appendix depends on a healthy lumen. This 
lumen is not large and blockage by faecal material im- 
pacted in the form of a ball or “faecolith” is not un- 
common. Movement of the faecolith usually with dis- 
charge to the caecum is accompanied by pain known 
as appendicular colic. If this does not occur a chain 
of pathological events such as the following may pro- 
ceed: Inflammation with swelling in the mucosa and 
sub-mucosa, with ulceration in these regions. Just a 
small amount of swelling is sufficient to obstruct the 
precarious blood supply of the distal one-third. Acute 
appendicitis results. 

The further progression of events will result in gan- 
grenous change of the distal one-third due to the arres- 
ted circulation. If surgery has not yet intervened,

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pathological processes may yet take place in the patient’s 
favour, even if not his immediate comfort. The omen- 
tum, a pad of fat in the abdominal cavity, may seal off 
the general peritoneal cavity from the acute inflamma- 
tory process, resulting eventually in an abscess at this 
point. 

One may wonder that an abscess could be in one’s 
favour. An abscess is a localised lesion. It is usually 
walled off from surrounding structures, although if it 
progresses it can involve them. It is not the state of 
affairs we encourage. Surgical intervention at a much 
earlier stage is desirable. 


However, should the appendix not become walled off 
from the general abdominal cavity, pus will sooner or 
later be discharged, causing a local or general peritonitis. 
Further serious complications from this point include 
principally paralytic ileus, a paralysis of the gut, dan- 
gerous to the patient and distressing in different ways 
to the patient and his medical attendant. The typical 
a and local signs of an attack are briefly as 
ollows:— 


1. Pain. Usually at first peri umbilical or epigastric, 
later appearing in the right iliac fossa, that is, the region 
of the right groin. 

2. Gastric Symptoms. Anorexia or nausea and/or 
vomiting. 

3. Local deep tenderness in the right ilizc fossa. 

4. Pyrexia. Usually 99-100° and not much more. 


There are many other signs which one attempts to 
elicit, all of which considered together help to dif- 
ferentiate diagnoses. 


Now, it is important to realise that beceuse of the 
proximity of the appendix to other organs; the fact that 
its position is not constant and that it may be adjacent 
to one of several abdominal structures; and the inner- 
vation of viscera, that any one or combination of the 
above and associated symptoms may be produced by a 
variety of other diseases, any one of them simulating an 
attack of appendicitis or the converse. 


To illustrate: Pain, tenderness and muscular rigidity 
may all be noted in the right iliac region in thoracic 
disease, e.g., diaphragmatic pleurisy. A comovlete physi- 
cal examination is necessary to differentiate them. 
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The retrocaecal appendix and the following may have 

common presenting symptoms: 
Cholecystitis. 
Duodenal ulcer. 
Perinephric abscess. 
Pyelonephritis. 
Renal colic. 

With the iliac appendix we must consider: 

Perforated peptic ulcer. 
Regional enteritis. 
Ureteric calculus. 
Hip disease. 
elvic appendix: 
ntestinal obstruction. 
In the female: 
Ectopic pregnancy. 
Salpingitis. 
Certain complications of ovarian cysts— 
and with these our list is far from complete. 

The important thing to be learnt from this is not to 
overlook worrisome and persistent abdominal pain. 
All cases of right-sided pain are not necessarily due to 
appendicitis. Improperly used analgesics may mask 
important diagnostic features and purgatives and laxa- 
tives may be harmful. 
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In the early hours of the morning I was called by his 
neighbours to the house of a “New Australian,” who 
eould speak no English. His wife lay obviously dead 
in bed. According to requisite legal procedure the case 
was referred for autopsy and the pathologist returned 
a finding of “perforated gangrenous appendix.” This 
may draw some comment from practitioners. What had 
been the events of the past days one could only hazard 
to guess. 

An elderly man had been taking antacid powder for 
days to relieve his “indigestion.” In desperation he 
ealled late one night for “something better” to ease his 
pain, which was situated in the upper abdomen. He 


had in fact a peritonitis, the cause of which at opera- 
tion was shown to be a ruptured gangrenous appendix. 

It cannot be stressed enough, that once a diagnosis of 
appendicitis has been made, the appendix should be 
removed. All early cases of appendicitis should have 
immediate operation and all cases that have subsided 
should have a subsequent operation. Where an abscess 
has been present this should be drained. It may be 
necessary in 3 or 6 months to remove the appendicular 
remnants. The risk of immediate operation is almost 
negligible in acute appendicitis, whereas that of waiting 
is great and uncertain. There is a negligible mortality 
if operation is undertaken within twelve or twenty-four 
hours, whereas the death rate for operation delayed 
until the third or fourth day shows a marked increase. 

Finally, operation serves not only the purpose of re- 
moval of the pre-operatively diagnosed appendix, it 
may be an essential step in elucidating the actual cause 
of the abdominal emergency— if this is not the appendix 
—and allowing the appropriate measures to be under- 
taken. Such operation designed for diagnostic purposes 
is termed an exploratory laparotomy.

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When you invited me to speak at this meeting, you 
suggested I might talk about “the impact of recent 
changes in pharmaceutical education on the structure 
of pharmacy in Britain.” I have, however, chosen to 
call my talk “Recent Changes in Pharmaceutical Edu- 
cation in Britain, Their Causes and Consequences,” and 
for several very good reasons. 

Firstly, the most recent changes in pharmaceutical 
education have occurred so very recently that their 
impact is not yet fully apparent. Secondly, the causes 
are at least as important as the consequences; and 
thirdly, changes in educational policy have been con- 
tinuously made during my thirty years in pharmacy, 
and the changes which have led directly to the present 
position really had their roots early in the present cen- 
tury. Education is a living process; thus the changes 
and consequently the impact have crept upon us almost 
by stealth, and as the changes were introduced little 
by little, each small change produced its own small 
impact, which was often not discernible except when 
examined long after. The most recent change, the in- 
troduction in 1958 of the full three-year academic course 
for all pharmacists, grew naturally out of the continuous 
process of improving pharmaceutical education, of which 
the modern phase began so long ago. Of course, at first 
no one envisaged a three-year course, but the present 
standards of a three-year course truly began their ges- 
tation in 1937, and were consciously being striven for 
throughout the following 21 years until in 1958 they 
became fact. 

In Australia one no doubt thinks in terms of changes 
in pharmaceutical education creating an immediate im- 
pact, because standards of pharmaceutical education 
are defined by law, so that changes result only from 
an amendment of the legislation, and governments tend 
to change the law only at infrequent intervals, so such 
changes tend to be major. In Britain the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society makes the rules governing pharmaceutical 
education, so that changes can be made without re- 
course to amending an Act of Parliament. Now that 
degree courses have been established in New South 
Wales and Queensland, their respective universities have 
become invested with the responsibility for the standard 
of pharmaceutical education in these States, and they 
will be able to change and amend their degree courses 
to keep them up to date with a flexibility hitherto un- 
known in Australia. 

In Britain it is possible to qualify as a pharmacist 
by two routes, namely, by a university degree or by the 
Ph.C. qualification examination. Both qualify for mem- 
bership of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, 
which is of course, the registering body, the qualifica- 
tion for Fellowship being entirely separate and Fellow- 
ship being open only to those who are members of con- 
siderable standing. It will perhaps be simpler to fol- 
low the development of the degrees and their impact 
first, and then to examine the development of the Ph.C. 
course. 

The first degree established was the B.Pharm. of the 
University of London. The University of London hav- 
ing agreed to establish the degree after representations 
were made by the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain, the first graduates were admitted to the degree 
in the late ’twenties. Since then five other universities, 
—Manchester, Glasgow, Wales, Leeds and Nottingham— 
have established degrees, and the Chelsea College of 
Science and Technology has also been recognised as an 
internal degree school of the University of London. In 
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addition, a number of technical colleges provide courses 
for the University of London external degree. _ , 

At first the entrance requirement was matriculation, 
and the general pattern was one year study of mainly 
or sometimes exclusively basic science subjects, leading 
to an intermediate examination, followed by two years 
study of the pharmaceutical subjects. This was similar 
to the pattern for all science degrees in British univer- 
sities before the war, but since then academic admission 
standards to the universities have been raised, and 
science degrees today are really equivalent to a three- 
year post intermediate course when compared with thase 
of pre-war, and where a lower entrance for a pharma 
degree is accepted the course now takes four years. All 
British university degrees in pharmacy can be obtained 
with honours by those who merit them. During the 
last thirty years an ever-growing stream of graduates 
has been entering pharmacy, many of them of very high 
calibre, who have continued as post-graduate research 
students and have been admitted to Masters’ or Doctors’ 
degrees. 

The impact of the graduate on pharmacy has been 
profound. Pre-war almost all pharmaceutical industrial 
posts, both production and research, were filled by non- 
pharmacist graduates, and when such posts were adver- 
tised the employer sought graduates in various sciences 
but not pharmacists. Today the position is very differ- 
ent; most of the men under 45 holding production or 
research appointments are pharmacist graduates, and the 
advertisements for such positions are usually worded 
in such a way that it is clear that the employer is seek- 
ing a pharmacist graduate. Thus, after drifting away 
for a time, manufacturing pharmacy has again come 
into the hands of the pharmacist. Hence, not only has 
the degree in pharmacy had a great impact on manu- 
facturing pharmacy but it has also revealed that there 
was previously an enormous shortcoming in the stan- 
dard of pharmaceutical education, because oes 
pharmacists had not been considered by the manu- 
facturers as competent to fulfil their legal authority to 
superintend the manufacture of pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts. Once the standard qualification for a profession 
becomes so low that the holder of it does not possess 
the basic information to fit him to enter any branch 
of his profession, then the educational standards must 
be raised to the required level or the profession is 
doomed. 

Those who have continued in research after graduat- 
ing in pharmacy have also created a profound impact. 
These men and women are now to be found at all scien- 
tific meetings of societies concerned with any of the 
many branches of science which interest the pharma- 
cist; and not only are they present but they are com- 
municating the results of their own resea~ch to these 
societies. Except for a few notable examples, this was 
almost unknown 25 years ago, whereas now it is ac- 
cepted that there are many pharmacists who are in 
the forefront in various fields of research. The value 
of this to the prestige of the whole profession needs 
no further labouring by me. 

These are some of the consequences of the introduc- 
tion of degrees in pharmacy. You might well, however, 
be asking what of pharmaceutical general practice; to 
talk of graduates in industry is all very well, but after 
all, the vast majority of pharmacists are in general prac- 
tice. This is a fair question. The position until re- 
cently has been that industry has been so pleased to 
get graduates who are pharmacists that most graduates

have no difficulty in getting posts in industry. The 
number of graduates is steadily increasing, and they are 
finding their way into general practice in larger num- 
bers. They make good general practice pharmacists, 
and the public has not been slow to appreciate their 
value. In the future, many general practice pharma- 
cists will be graduates. 


In 1937, when the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain set up a Committee of Inquiry to consider the 
conditions under which pharmacy was practised in Great 
Britain, the following were the academic requirements 
for qualification. Entrance was equivalent to university 
matriculation. After one year’s study in science sub- 
jects the intermediate examination was taken, and after 
passing this the candidate could either take a further 
one-year course for the C. and D. certificate or a two- 
year course for the Ph.C. diploma, all courses requiring 
full-time academic study. 


It will be noticed that the entrance requirements and 
period of study for the Ph.C. in 1937 were the same as 
for a degree—the time of study for the C. and D. cer- 
tificate was one year shorter. When the 1937 com- 
mittee reported, they recommended the abolition of the 
C. and D. certificate, one year’s study post-intermediate 
not being adequate to give the minimum academic train- 
ing needed by every pharmacist. 

In consequence of the war, nothing further was done 
until 1947. It was then recommended to the Council 
that the intermediate examination should become the 
entrance examination, and the final course should be- 
come two years, to be increased to three years by 1952. 
There was much criticism of these proposals, and the 
only real change made was to abolish the C. and D. 
certificate in 1952. But the proposals were accepted 
and made effective in 1958. 

Many of those who were so critical of the proposals 
made in 1947 were wholehearted supporters of them 
when made effective in 1958. The reasons for this change 
in attitude are most pertinent to the topic you asked me 
to speak on, namely the impact of these changes on the 
structure of pharmacy, because the disastrous impact 
that failure to change the regulations would produce 
in the future was so apparent that the change could no 
longer be delayed. Now these are some of the con- 
sequences which were resulting from failure to make 
the proposed changes. 

With the ever-increasing stream of new drugs flowing 
from the tremendous energy which is being put into 
pharmacological research, the pharmacist without an 
adequate educational background was becoming less 
and less qualified to accept the responsibility of ful- 
filling his legal, moral and professional duties. Ninety 
per cent. of all medicines in use today were unknown 
in 1930. To equip a young pharmacist with the know- 
ledge required to fit him for these responsibilities re- 
quires a high degree of academic training. In the time 
available under the old regulations, it was impossible 
to give the student the minimum knowledge needed. 

Also, in the past apprenticeship had always been an 
integral part of training a pharmacist. At the turn 
of the century it might have been possible for a very 
competent apprentice master to give a pharmacist most 
of his practical training. Today the situation is vastly 
different; the modern pharmacist requires a vast fund 
of knowledge, much of which is based on practical 
experience, but it is a kind of practical experience which 
cannot be gained in a pharmacy. This experience can 
only be obtained where the facilities are available, 
namely in a properly equipped school of pharmacy. 
Practical training under a pharmacist is still necessary, 
but it is no longer apprenticeship; it is experience which 
should be gained after academic training, and it can be 
gained in a relatively short period of time. The time 
so saved can then be really profitably employed in aca- 
demic study. 

Rapid advances in standards of education in other oc- 
cupations, both professional and technical, have taken 
place in recent years. Pharmacy was falling behind in 
its educational standards. with the consequence that 
entrants with suitable ability were by-passing phar- 


macy and taking up other occupations. Through at- 
tempts to recruit from a lower educational level than 
other professions, the ability of the entrants was corre- 
spondingly lower—they were those who did not have 
the required ability—and as a consequence the percent- 
age passing the final examinations had fallen to an 
appallingly low level. There were plenty of these en- 
trants, but quantity was being obtained at the cost of 
quality, and unless the entrance and qualifying levels 
were raised there was no hope of raising the quality 
to the required level. 

The introduction of these higher entrance standards 
did cause some falling off in recruitment, but the num- 
bers have already risen again. There had never been 
any lack of applicants for pharmacy degrees, but since 
the new regulations became effective the demand for 
degree courses had increased, and it now appears that 
the student’s first choice is a degree course, but if he 
cannot secure admission to a university he takes either 
the Ph.C. course or an external degree. Thus much 
of the pressure for a higher standard of pharmaceutical 
qualification derived from the students themselves; the 
good students who were taking pharmacy were very 
critical of the Ph.C. standards, and many good students 
who wished to enter pharmacy but were unable to secure 
admission to a degree course, deliberately turned their 
backs on pharmacy to choose a different course, and were 
lost to pharmacy. 

The high standard of the degree courses and the much 
lower standard of the old Ph.C. course seemed likely to 
lead to a two-tier profession, in which the Ph.C. would 
be looked upon as a low-grade dispenser as compared 
with the graduate, and might well sink to the level of 
an artisan technician, a designation which might prove 
hard to refute unless his education was raised to a stan- 
dard recognisably equal to that required by other pro- 
fessions. If this had happened, it would have been a 
major disaster for the profession. 

It is also recognised by many that if the pharmacist 
is to achieve improved legislation it must be based on 
what he is, not what he might be if conditions were 
more favourable to him. Thus the educational and 
professional status must be created first, and the new 
regulations should make the realisation of these possible. 

Tonight, Mr. President, you gave me a difficult task, 
because the new regulations have not been operating 
long enough to give a clear picture of their impact—no 
one has yet qualified under them—but I think the causes 
of the changes are equally important and interesting, 
and it is these in their historical perspective which I 
have tried to put before you. 

If I may now be presumptuous, I would like to pre- 
dict what could be the consequences of the changes. 
The proper part which the pharmacist should play is 
that of the expert on drugs—with the new educational 
requirements obtaining in Britain, the student now has 
the opportunity to become just this. He will be equipped 
to enter any branch of pharmacy and play his proper 
part. If he enters general practice—as the vast majority 
do—he will be equipped with the knowledge to fulfil 
his responsibilities as the guardian of the public’s wel- 
fare in respect of medicines and poisons. He will dis- 
pense modern drugs with the knowledge that he is 
capable of fulfilling his responsibilities both to the 
patient and the prescriber; he will stand between the 
public and the dangers of unwise self-medication; and 
he will intelligently control the outlet to the public of 
poisons. 

He will also act as the physician’s source of informa- 
tion on new drugs and their properties, both advan- 
tageous and disadvantageous. Once his position in these 
capacities is accepted—and the possibility of its accept- 
ance is dependent on his educational standard, a stan- 
dard which the new regulations have now secured—and 
on the professional way he discharges his duties—he will 
find his status and his remuneration will be based on 
the service he gives—as is that of other professions such 
as medicine, law, etc. 

Remuneration on such a basis will prove much more 
satisfying than at Fanaa when it is based primarily 
on sales profits, and only secondly on service. 
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DISPENSING 

OF 
PROPRIETARY 
MEDICINES 


During the past month, apart from the working of 

the increased levy on prescriptions, the most important 

ceutical issue has been the publication by the 

uncil of the Society of a draft statement on the dis- 
pensing of proprietaries. 

This document has been published in the professional 
press, and sent to the branches of the Society for 
comment. It has received the cachet of Council ap- 
eve after being submitted to the Association of British 

harmaceutical Industry, the British Medical Association 
and the National Pharmaceutical Union. 

The need for such a statement is founded on the 
change in prescribing habits, and the large proportion 
and variety of forms of proprietary medicines regularly 
supplied on doctors’ prescriptions. Formerly, propriet- 
aries were treated in a manner similar to extempor- 
aneously prepared medicines, involving transference to 
other containers, and the manufacturers did not expect 
their identity as proprietaries to be obvious. Now, the 
manufacturer wishes to keep his particular product as 
prominently as possible before the eyes of the doctor 
= — and packs it in a form intended to further 

end, 


Distinctive colours and markings of tablets and cap- 
sules, colours of liquids, and distinctive forms of con- 
tainers with special labels and outer containers are 
accordingly in use to further this end. The doctors and 
health authorities are encouraging the public to have a 
more informed attitude towards health matters, and 
physicians are now much less concerned whether the 
patient knows the nature of the medicine or not. 

The manufacturers’ method of presentation is not 
necessarily solely due to his wish to emphasise the 
proprietary nature of the product, but it may be that 
it is supplied in the most suitable condition for use by 
the patient, as well as being the most suitable means of 
preventing deterioration. 

The statement suggests that it is impossible to dis- 
pense many preparations in a form which satisfies the 
traditional standards of elegance, as not all manufac- 
turers have had the problems of the dispensing phar- 
macist in mind when designing their containers. 

From the interaction of all these factors there is no 
longer a clear understanding as to what methods the 
retail pharmacist should use. The following proposals 
are laid down in the draft statement for the dispensing 


of proprietaries: 
GENERAL 


Wrapping: All medicines should be wrapped in the 
traditional manner or otherwise supplied in a form of 
covering suitable for delivery. 

Labelling: All medicines should carry in an appro- 
priate place a dispensing label. 

Original Packs: A prescription for an “original pack” 
should be dispensed by supplying the product as re- 
ceived from the manufacturer with the addition of a 
dispensing label. Any literature supplied with the pack 
should be removed unless needed for the proper use of 
the preparation by the patient. It should be understood 
that if there are special circumstances an “original pack” 
— be supplied even if it is not pre- 
scribed. 
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An Important Statement on 


a Subject of Current Interest 


Paper Bags and Skillets: These should not be used. 


Containers: Unless reference is made to “maker’s con- 
tainer” it is implied that dispensing should be from 
bulk stock and ordinary dispensing containers should 
be used. Care should be taken to select a container 
which as far as practicable carries out the intention of 
the maker and regard should therefore be had to the 
type of container used for the original pack. 


MIXTURES AND OTHER FLUID PREPARATIONS 
FOR INTERNAL USE 

Containers should be plain or suitably graduated glass 
bottles closed by corks or non-metallic caps. Oral anti- 
biotics and preparations in special dispensing packs 
should be supplied in makers’ containers. If an oral 
antibiotic bears an instruction showing that the medi- 
cine should not be used after a certain date this fact 
should be stated on the label. 


TABLETS (LOOSE), CAPSULES, PILLS 

Containers should be of glass, plastic or suitable 
metal, or may be flanged boxes or card drums when a 
less permanent type of container may properly be used. 
If two or more prescriptions for these preparations for 
the same person are dispensed at the same time care 
should be taken in dispensing them to avoid the pre- 
parations being confused in use. 


TABLETS (FOIL OR STRIP PACKING) 
Containers should be boxes, tins, or cartons. Dis- 
pensing envelopes may be used for small quantities. 
LOZENGES 
Makers’ containers should be supplied. If this is not 
practicable the containers used should be air-tight. 


CACHETS 
Containers should be boxes, tins or cartons, 


EYE DROPS 
Makers’ containers should be supplied or if pack is so 
designed that a carton or other outer covering virtually 
forms an integral part of it the container may be sup- 
plied in such outer covering and the label be placed 
either on the container or on the outer covering, which- 
ever is the more suitable place. Drop bottles may also 


be used. 
NASAL AND EAR DROPS 
Makers’ containers should be supplied. If this is not 
practicable other appropriate containers should be used. 
NEBULISERS 
Makers’ containers should be supplied. 


POWDERS (WRAPPED) 

Slide boxes or tins should be used. 

POWDERS (BULK) 

Makers’ containers should be used. If this is not 
practicable, suitable rigid and powder-tight containers 
should be used. 

OINTMENTS, CREAMS, APPLICATIONS 

Makers’ containers should be supplied. If this is not 
practicable, suitable non-absorbent containers should be 


used. 
PAINTS 
Makers’ containers should be supplied. If this is not 
practicable, other suitable bottles should be used.

of the Past and Present

Culpeper, in his “Complete Herbal,” has much to say 
about the characteristics of Lavender and its medicinal 
virtues during the seventeenth century. He says con- 
cerning Lavandula Spica: 

“Description: The Common Lavender is a shrubby 
plant, having a great many woody branches, thick-set 
with long, hoary, narrow leaves, two at a joint, which 
are round-pointed and broadest at the end; from among 
these spring several square stalks, having but few leaves 
upon them, and those narrower than the lower, bearing 
long spikes, of blue galeated and labiated flowers, set 
in hoary calyces, 

“Place: It is a native of France and Spain, where it 
grows wild, but is cultivated with us (= in England) 
only in gardens. 

“Time: It flowers in July. 

“Government and Virtues: Mercury owns this herb. 
It is of especial use in pains of the head and brain which 
proceed from cold, apoplexy, falling-sickness, the dropsy, 
or sluggish malady, cramps, convulsions, palsies, and 
often faintings. 

“It strengthens the stomach, and frees the liver and 
spleen from obstructions, provokes women’s courses 
and expels the dead child and afterbirth. 

“The flowers if steeped in wine help those to make 
water that are stopped, or troubled with the wind or 
colic, if the place be bathed therewith. 

“A decoction made of the flowers of Lavender, Hore- 
hound, Fennel and Asparagus-root, and a little Cinna- 
mon is profitable to help falling-sickness, and the giddi- 
ness or turning of the brain: to gargle the mouth with 
a decoction thereof is good against toothache. 

“Two spoonfuls of distilled water of the flowers help 
them that hath lost their voice, the tremblings and pas- 
sions of the heart, and fainting and swoonings, applied 
to the temples or nostrils, to be smelt unto, but it is 
not safe to use it where the body is replete with blood 
and humours, because of the hot and subtle spirit where- 
with it is possessed. 

“The oil with the Oil of Spike, is of a fierce and pierc- 
ing quality, and ought to be carefully used, a very few 
drops being sufficient for inward or outward maladies.” 

John Gerarde, in his “The Herball of Generall His- 
tories of Plantes,” first printed in 1597, says: 

“The distilled water of Lavender smelt unto, or to 
the temples and forehead bathed therewith, is refreshing 
to them that have the Catalepsie, and light Migram, 
and to them that have the falling sickness and use to 
swoune much.” 

Although it is seldom used nowadays for medicinal 
purposes the action of the Lavandula vera or Lavandula 
officinalis is described as stimulant and carminative. An 
infusion is made from one drachm of flowers to one 
pint of boiling water. The preparations used by the 
herbalist include the fluid extract (dose 4-1 drachm), 
Compound Tincture B.P. and U.S.P. (dose 4-1 drachm), 
the Oil (dose 1-3 drops) and the Spirit B.P. and U.S.P. 
(dose 5 to 30 drops). 

In commerce the flowers usually are sold separated 
from the flower spikes. The calyx is tubular, purplish 
grey, and five-toothed, with thirteen veins, one tooth 
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being larger than the others. The tubular corolla is 
two-lipped, the upper lip with two and the lower with 
three lobes. The whole of the flowers have a dense 
covering of stellate hairs, with minute shining oil 
glands, visible under a lens. 

The taste is described as pleasant, and the odour is 
said to be fragrant and characteristic. 

Culpeper says concerning Cotton Lavender (Lavan- 
dula Temina): 

“Description: This is a shrubby plant, with a roundish 
leaf, holding its leaves all the winter. It has many 
woody, brittle, hoary stalks, beset with long, white, 
hoary leaves, that appear four-square, resembling the 
leaves of our common heath; of a strong though not 
unpleasant scent, and a bitter taste. 

“On the tops of the branches stand long stalks, each 
bearing a single naked flower, made up only of a thrum 
of small yellow fistular five-cornered flosculi, without 
any border of petals; standing together in a scaly calyx. 
The seed is small, longish, and striated; the root firm, 
hard, and durable, divided into several fibrous branches. 

“Place: It is a native of Italy, but is planted in our 
(= English) gardens, where it serves for borders and 
edgings. 

“Time: It flowers in July and August. 

“Government and Virtues: The leaves and sometimes 
the flowers are used; it destroys worms, the leaves and 
flowers being boiled in milk, and taken fasting; it is an 
antidote for all sorts of poison, and the bites and stings 
of venomous creatures, and good against obstructions of 
the liver, the jaundice, and to promote the menses. 

“A drachm of the powdered leaves taken every morn- 
ing fasting, stops the running of the reins in men, and 
whites in women. 

“The seed beaten into powder, and taken as worm-seed, 
kills the worms, not only in children, but also in people 
of riper years; the herb acts the same, being steeped in 
milk, and the milk drank; the body bathed with a de- 
coction of it, helps scabs and the itch. 

“It is under Mercury.” 

However, in more recent years, the herbalist uses 
Lavender Cotton (Santolina chamececyparissus) as an 
emmenagogue and as a remedy for worms in children, 
and the infusion is prepared from one ounce of the herb 
in one pint of water, given frequently in doses of a 
wineglassful. Only the herb is used, and this is de- 
scribed as having a white stem, with cottony hairs, with 
leaves linear, about one to two inches long and a quarter 
of an inch wide, with short, linear-oblong, obtuse teeth 
arranged in four rows. The flowerheads are sub-glo- 
bular, borne on long leafless flowerstalks, yellow, with 
the outer bracts lanceolate and pointed, and the inner 
obtuse and membraneous at the tips. The fruits have 
no pappus, and the taste is bitter. The odour is de- 
scribed as being aromatic, recalling that of chamomile. 

The following observation appears in the famous 
Sloane Manuscripts (10 Plut. lxxxiv. F). 

“Water of lavender hearbe and flowers chopped to- 
gether and distilled in June is good against ye gyddynes 
of ye head.” 

Parkinson, in his “The Garden of Pleasant Flowers,” 
first printed in 1629, gives the following entry: 
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“The Vertues of Lavender. 

“To Comfort and Dry up the Moistures of a Cold 
Braine. 

“Lavender is little used in inward physicke but out- 
wardly; the oyle for cold and benummed parts, & is 
almost wholly spent with us for to perfume linnen ap- 
parrell, gloves, leathers, &c., & the dryed flowers to 
comfort & dry up the moisture of a cold braine.” 

In the “Language of Flowers,” lavender means “Dis- 
trust.” 

Shenstone says concerning lavender: 

“Lavender, whose spikes of azure bloom 

Shall be, erstwhile, in arid bundles bound, 

To lurk amidst the labours of her loom, 

And crown her ’kerchiefs clean with mickle rare 
perfume.” 

Brewer, in his “Dictionary of Phrase and Fable,” says 
that the earliest form of the word lavender is the Medie- 
val Latin “Livendula,” which, he says, is probably like 
the modern word “livid,” from “livere,” to make bluish; 
but adds that, as the plant has been used for centuries 
by laundresses for scenting linen, and in connection with 
the bath, later forms of the word are associated with 
“lavare,” i.e., to wash. He adds that the modern bo- 
tanical name is Lavandula. 

There are possibly many references to the use of 
lavender in the untranscribed medieval records of the 
various Livery Companies of London. For the Brewers’ 
Company Feast held in 1419, sixpence was paid for 
“le lavendrye de les bort-clothes,” (that is, “for the 
lavender for the table-linen.”) (A great deal of in- 
formation concerning the traditions of this livery com- 
pany is included in my book, “Beer Has a History,” 
published in 1947, but now out of print, and also in 
the additional material included when the first part was 
serialised in U.S.A. as “The Beer-Drinking Briton.”’) 

Brewer observes that lavender is a token of affection, 
as is shown from the following lines from Drayton’s 
Eclogue: 

“He from his lass him lavender hath sent, 

Showing his love, and doth requital crave.” 

The expression “Laid up in lavender” means taken 
great care of, laid away, as things are put in lavender 
to keep off moths. Persons who are in hiding, and even 
articles that are pawned, are sometimes said to be “in 
lavender.” 

The following extract comes from Greene’s “A Quip 
for an Upstart Courtier,” printed in 1592: 

“The poore gentleman paies so deere for the lavender 
it is laid up in, that if it lies long at the broker’s house 
he seems to buy his apparel twice.” 

Lindsay says concerning lavender: 

“Lavender grey, lavender blue, 
Perfume wrapt in the sky’s own hue.” 

The following entry appears in “The Dictionary of 
Trade, Commerce and Navigation,” printed in 1844: 

“Lavender: A plant yielding the well-known oil and 
distilled water which bears its name. Both of these are 
obtained in the greatest perfection from the flowers just 
as they open. The English oil is the best in the world.” 

But we can go back to the Old Nursery Ditty for what 
are perhaps the most familiar lines concerning lavender 
—although, in more recent years, this has been 
modernised and has hit the “Pop Parade” as a rock-and- 
roll number. Thank goodness, it did not become the 
“Lavender Blues”: 

“Lavender’s blue, little finger, rosemary’s green, 
When I am king, little finger, you shall be queen. 
Who told you so, thumby? Thumby, who told you so? 
*Twas my own heart, little finger, that told me so. 
When you are dead, little finger, as it may hap, 

You shall be buried, little finger, under the tap. 

For why, for why, thumby? Thumby, for why? 

That you may drink, little finger, when you are dry.” 

Well, at least, “Thumby” did not suggest that “Little 
Finger” should drink Lavender Water or Lavender Oil 
for any of the strange purposes suggested by Culpeper! 
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When I was overseas last year I became very interested 
in the English approach to drug addiction. It is different 
in one important particular from the Australian ap- 
proach, and this fascinated me. 


Intrigued 

It really began just before leaving Australia. I had 
a letter from my son-in-law in England telling me of a 
locum he had carried out in a fashionable part of Ken- 
sington. Here several customers, known addicts, were 
getting enormous amounts of Dangerous Drugs quite 
legally under the N.H.S. 

My first reaction was: “What a dreadful misuse of 
public funds—but how nice for the chemist who filled 
the prescriptions.” On second thoughts I could see 
many good reasons for such a procedure, and it in- 
trigued me so much that I thought I would like to 
examine the position further when I visited the United 


Kingdom. 
British Addicts 

I found that Britain has only a few hundred known 
addicts—between 400 and 500. Compare this with 
America’s reported 100,000—it seems quite fantastic. So 
fantastic that Americans found the British figures very 
hard to believe and made no bones about saying so. 

Nobody seemed to have any satisfactory reason why 
there are so few addicts in Britain, especially when the 
incidence is so much higher in other parts of the world. 
One would expect the incidence to be very high when 
one considers the cosmopolitan character of London and 
other British cities, together with the hardships and 
dangers which the people of Britain have endured over 
the last 25 years. However, this is not so. In fact the 
numbers have fluctuated little over the last 30 years. 

Addicts are not subject to any special controls. As 
in Australia, the actual taking of Dangerous Drugs is 
not a crime provided it is under medical supervision. 
But in Britain, when addicts are under medical super- 
vision, they may have their drugs free as prescriptions 
on the N.H.S. When I say “free,” I mean on paying 
the 2/- fee. 

Although this means that large quantities of very ex- 
pensive drugs are virtually free, it does seem a very 
mature way of keeping addiction “above the ground.” 
(Pharmacists will recall that in addiction “massive 
tolerance” develops. The addict may require one hun- 
dred times the normal dose per day.) Consequently the 
addict is more likely to place himself under medical 
supervision and treatment. The point was also made 
that the addiction is brought under notice when it is 
in its earlier stages, when it is probably only a “habit.” 
Thus, in quite a number of cases, cures are often effected 
by early treatment. 

No Furtiveness 

Of course, illicit dealing in Dangerous Drugs is a 
crime. However, drug addiction is not a criminal mat- 
ter but a medical one. There is no limit to the amount 
of Dangerous Drugs a doctor may prescribe in Great 
Britain. This is left entirely to the doctor’s discretion. 
As a result there is very little illegal peddling. Nobody 
would pay large sums for something that can be pro- 
cured for a free doctor’s consultation and 2/- per script. 

The responsible body is the Dangerous Drug Branch 
of the Home Office, and it works very closely with the 
Police Department. The Dangerous Drug Branch of 
the Home Office has a list of addicts voluntarily pro- 
vided by the doctors and the pharmacists. Inspectors 
call on these doctors and pharmacists and check on the 
a and the recipients of those scripts. Such 

a precaution is taken in an attempt to prevent addicts 
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having several sources of supply. This is very likely 
to happen, of course, and is punishable by law. 

The bringing of drug addiction out into the open in 
this way has allowed the drug addict to live a more 
normal life. He is not burdened with the responsibility 
of procuring large sums of money to buy his drugs. 
Thus thieving and crimes of violence are committed icss 
by this type of person. The drug addict has lost his 
furtiveness. 

Cost 

Estimating the cost of the drugs at approximately £10 
per addict per week, or £500 per addict per year, with 
say 450 addicts, this would cost Great Britain £225,000 
yearly —a very small proportion of the N.H.S. drug 
bill. The Police Department must save considerably in 
not having to check illicit trafficking to the same extent. 
Imagine the difference when drug addiction is kept 
underground. Probably many innocent lives are saved 
per year as well. 

Australia has few addicts. If there are six true addicts 
in Victoria, then would there be about twenty in the 
whole of Australia? Would it be worth while looking 
further into England’s method of administering the dru 
addiction laws? While the cost would be so small, 
wouldn’t it be better to bring the matter to the surface 
before it has become a problem as it is in America? 

P- would seem that the cost would be about £10,000 

oe ee for the whole of Australia, but the indemnity 
would be great. 


IS SELF-SERVICE ON THE WAY OUT? 


Here’s One to Ponder On! 
Extract from “The Australasian Grocer” of February, 


Not very long ago the revolutionary method of 
merchandising—self-service—was ushered in as the last 
event in modern selling practices, and storekeepers who 
immediately adopted it were considered bold pioneers 
and gamblers. 

A store that “converts” even today is said to be 
“modernising.” But after reading the forecast made by 
an American expert recently, could it be that self-service 
is now on its way out? 

For the expert says that the public will “rebel” 
against self-service, and will demand that goods be 
brought to them or that they be conveyed to them 
with the minimum of discomfort v- energy. 

The experts’ forecast, of course, applies particularly 
to the American scene, but in time American practices 
are adopted here. 

Just how long this one will take to reach Australia, 
if ever, is anybody’s guess. 

However, the point about the forecast in this par- 
ticular respect is that the expert has undoubtedly made 
a study of customers’ reactions to self-service, and is 
satisfied that people are not altogether happy about 
acting as shop assistants and getting paid by the savings 
they make on their purchases. 

If this is really the case, then the wheel will in due 
course make a complete turn, putting the service grocer 
right back to where he was a few years ago. 

However, the forecast makes it clear that the standard 
of service will have to be a lot higher than it was then 
—or is now—if the customer intends to get all the 
attention in the world. 

But of course if he intends to have things made that 
easy, he will no doubt expect to pay for it too.

REFRIGERATION FOR PHARMACIES 
To the Editor. 


Sir,—Statements have recently appeared in the Sydney 
press on the subject of refrigeration, or the lack of it, in 
pharmacies. Divergent views expressed by responsible 
people leave the impression that this matter has not 
received the attention it deserves. 

As to the necessity for refrigeration we have the 
official instructions of the B.P. and the B.P.C. Smallpox 
vaccine has a short life even below 10 deg. C.—deep- 
freeze is an advantage. Other vaccines, sera, insulin 
and some penicillin preparations are best stored at a 
little above freezing point. In this pharmacy cold 
storage is also used for thyroid tablets, streptomycin, 
neomycin preparations and some vitamin products. 

I am sure that pharmacists are well aware of the 
official requirements and do not need to be reminded 
of them, least of all by non-pharmacists in the lay press. 
It is hoped that cases of improper storage are not as 
common as some would have us believe. That they 
occur at all can be attributed to the fact that in most 
pharmacies the demand for biological products is so 
small that the installation of expensive equipment for 
their storage is economically unsound. Many pharma- 
cists might well prefer to buy in these products as 
required. For instance, the writer cannot remember 
when last he was asked for insulin; stocks, once held, 
have long since run out of date. This, in a district 
where there must be dozens of diabetics, can only be 
due to the large scale distribution of biologicals through 
public institutions. Pharmacy is beset by people who 
demand a faultless pharmaceutical service, knowledge, 
skill and integrity, and at the same time, by their own 
acts, deny us fair remuneration for our services. The 
distribution of medical products is our responsibility— 
the job for which we, and we alone, have been specific- 
ally trained and registered. If we provide the best 
possible conditions for the distribution of biological 
products, then the Government might require that these 
products be distributed solely through pharmacies—and 
conversely. There would appear to be a case for nego- 
tiation rather than recrimination. 

With regard to the use of a refrigerator, it should be 
stressed that the installation of an expensive piece of 
equipment does not in itself guarantee best results. The 
refrigerator should be chosen with a thought to phar- 
maceutical requirements. Stocks must not only be kept 
cold but must, in some cases, also be kept dry. For 
this reason a refrigerator having its drip-tray outside 
the cabinet is to be preferred. In any case temperatures 
obtained at various points within the cabinet should be 


carefully measured and due consideration given to basic 
principles governing humidity and condensation. 
A good refrigerator, properly used, can give a lot of 
satisfaction to the earnest pharmacist.

Control of Retail Pharmacies 


The question of the control of opening of retail phar- 
macies crops up regularly, and at the Branch Repre- 
sentatives’ meeting last May, a resolution was passed 
calling upon the Council to investigate the distribution 
of retail premises with a view to control. The Council 
has now published its own comments on this matter, 
and says that_in previous considerations there has been 
no evidence that any number of pharmacists felt suf- 
ficiently strongly about it to press vigorously for the 
adoption of such control as official policy of the Society. 
It is not clear whether this has been due to a feeling 
that control of this kind would never be acceptable to 
public opinion or to a belief that freedom to open and 
close pharmacies at will led to better conditions for 
pharmacists and the public. The matter was considered 
in 1945 when the Government would not accept a sug- 
gestion that new pharmaceutical units would not be 
admitted to the National Health Service unless local 
need justified it. 

Pharmacies reached the peak of 15,381 in 1939, and 
after the temporary reduction during the war, came to 
within 11 of this figure in 1955, but by 1960 the total 
had declined to 14,860. The National Health Service 
and the position which pharmacy occupies in it has 
engendered a feeling among the public that the pro- 
vision of pharmaceutical services is a responsibility of 
organised pharmacy and the Society has been concerned 
in the investigation of a number of complaints of inade- 
quate services as a result of this. Irrespective of any 
public feeling of this kind it has for some time been 
apparent that pharmacy has a responsibility to ensure 
an adequate pharmaceutical service. This responsibility 
relates not only to the National Health Service, but to 
services in general which pharmacists exist to provide. 


The issue is by no means simply a question whether 
the opening of new pharmacies should be prevented in 
areas which appear to have sufficient pharmacies, which 
is the way it usually presents itself. It cannot be as- 
sumed that the existing ee are necessarily giv- 
ing an adequate service, hence the need for the adoption 
of standards by which this could be judged and which 
would, as far as possible, ensure that any weaknesses 
in the existing pharmacist in a district were remedied, 
thus making it less attractive for a new business. It is 
along these lines that the Council feel consideration of 
the question of control can most profitably proceed, and 
along which they themselves are working through the 
Committee on the General Practice of Pharmacy, whose 
report will contain recommendations on ways in which 
the conduct of pharmaceutical practice can be improved. 


The Modern Wholesaler 
Pharmaceutical wholesaling today was the subject of 


an address at a recent scientific meeting of the Society. 


Mr. G. G. Hammond, who is a director of a firm of 
wholesalers, said that pharmacy depended on its whole- 
salers more than the majority of other retail businesses. 
At one time “drug houses” had been an appropriate 
name, as drugs were bought in large quantities, and the 
profit came from breaking bulk and shrewd buying. 
Today much of the work of the wholesaler consisted of 
a delivery service of manufactured products. In at least 
one area in the country the retailer could have nine 
deliveries daily. Small orders tended to disturb the 
manufacturers’ organisation, and the wholesaler acted 
not only as a buffer, but as a general stockist. 

Some 20,000 different items must be kept under re- 
view, and deliveries from the manufacturer might take 
up to four weeks. The retailer relied on the wholesaler 
to ensure that urgent prescriptions could be dispensed 
in the minimum time. Wholesalers worked on a fixed 
profit margin, and as prices were reduced the whole- 
salers’ overheads were tied to the volume of goods sup- 
plied, and not to the cost of items. The position was 
made more difficult by those manufacturers who ex- 
pected the wholesaler to stock a full range of products, 
but also gave the retailer special terms for direct pur- 
chases. The argument was sometimes put forward that 
the wholesalers’ costs raised the price of goods, but this 
was wrong, as delivery costs must be paid at any rate, 
and the number of firms with which the manufacturer 
had to deal was reduced. Some wholesalers offered 
manufacturing facilities for the retailers’ private for- 
mula items, and sometimes for difficult dispensing. Such 
service normally showed a low profit margin, and was 
only offered to attract and hold loyal customers. Mr. 
Hammond believed that the day of the automatic whole- 
sale warehouse was not far distant. Already in the 
United States a punch card mechanism enabled an order 
to be automatically assembled and taken by the cen- 
veyor to the loading bay. One of the greatest difficulties 
was accounting, and the lack of trained personnel added 
to the burden. 


Pharmacists and Sterilisation 


The contribution the pharmacist is able to make to 
sterilisation work in hospitals is emphasised in a letter 
published in the “Lancet” from Mr. W. T. Wing, who is 
chief pharmacist at the Newcastle General Hospital, and 
an accepted authority on sterilisation procedures. He 
points out that the problem of supplying sterile syringes, 
instruments, catheters, grip sets, cutting down sets and 
dressings, presents no greater difficulty to the pharmacist 
than the manufacture of intravenous salines, injections, 
powders and oils. It is a waste of the existing or po- 
tential trained technologist, writes Mr. Wing, not to 
integrate the sterile supply department into the pharma- 
ceutical department. Complementary work is being 
undertaken through the Department of Pharmaceutical 
Sciences recently set up by the Pharmaceutical Society.

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for the treatment of various diseases. A man and a 
woman were accused, and in the Prosecution’s evidence 
it was said that a booklet on its use described it as the 
“Discovery of the Ages.” The leaflet showed how it 
could be used in the treatment of human illnesses, 
domestic pets, animals, in the farm and garden. Mem- 
bers of the staff of the Pharmaceutical Society, in evi- 
dence, said that they had come to the conclusion that 
the product was water from a domestic source, and 
there was no indication of vegetable origin of any kind. 
An advertising pamphlet suggested the product was a 
cure for cancer, tuberculosis, diabetes, paralysis, catar- 
act, rheumatism, constipation, arthritis, high blood pres- 
sure, sinus troubles, bronchitis, overweight and stomach 
disorders. Dogs’ coats would become smoother and 
cleaner, and animals would become more alert, intelli- 
gent and affectionate after use. Cats would get a finer 
coat and become more lively, friendly and affectionate. 
On farms it was claimed its use would increase the 
vitality and appearance of crops and regulate growth. 

One of the accused said she travelled to various parts 
of the country to obtain the necessary plants, and the 
essence was obtained by steeping certain plants in water 
for varying periods. She also obtained the concentrate 
by abstracting radiations given off by certain flowers at 
certain times of the year. It could not be detected in 
the water by modern science. The Exultation of Flowers 
did not treat organic diseases, but rather the patient’s 
mental outlook. 

The male accused admitted his wife was in a mental 
hospital, and he took the Exultation of Flowers there 
and begged a nurse to give it to her. 

The Prosecution claimed that orthodox medicine had 
been denigrated, and dangerous advice was given to ill 
people by ridiculous, false and fantastic claims. 

The Sheriff, who in Scotland has jurisdiction on minor 
criminal matters, found the couple not guilty on the 
charge of selling and advertising under a false trade 
description, but admonished them on recommending 
their product as a medicine without stating the ingre- 
dients on the bottle. On the charge of advertising it in 
terms calculated to lead to its use by human beings for 
the treatment of various diseases, contrary to the 
Pharmacy and Medicines Act, they were fined £10. The 
charge relating to the Cancer Act was found “not pro- 
ven,” a verdict peculiar to the law of Scotland. The 
Sheriff considered that the two people had “minds 
simply hag-ridden with mystical theory.” He could not 
accept the evidence that they could detect the potency of 
their preparation by touch and hearing. The accused 
had not established the existence of the properties which 
they claimed. The suggestion that the Court should 
accept as valid a claim that a compound in whose 
manufacture astrological calculations played an essential 
part, was preposterous. There was no evidence to show 
that the leaflet on cancer had been distributed. 


Doctors’ New Journal 

The first issue of the “Prescribers’ Journal” appeared 
during the first week in April. The publication of this 
journal is based on a recommendation of the Hinchcliffe 
Report on the Cost of Prescribing, advising the estab- 
lishment of an independent publication to distribute 
up-to-date information to general practitioners and other 
doctors in the National Health Service. This journal 
should be independent of the pharmaceutical industry, 
and of the Ministry of Health, and should be run for 
the profession by the medical profession. The journal 
will succeed “Prescribers’ Notes,” and as the material 
in it is Crown copyright, the object of having the jour- 
nal run by the profession is not entirely fulfilled. The 
“Times” medical correspondent says that as far as the 
contents are concerned, the three main articles contain 
no information which has not been available to doctors 
for a considerable time in their own journals. The 
“Times” also deplores the absence of summaries of 
clinical trials which are now in progress, and abstracts 
about drugs which have been published recently in the 
medical press, and suggests that more thought must be 


given to the second issue if this “premature infant” is to 
survive as a useful contribution to the improvement of 


the Service. 
Society Praised 

The Medical Correspondent of the “Financial Times,” 
an important daily newspaper for those interested in 
company news and economics generally, praises the 
attitude of the Pharmaceutical Society to potentially 
dangerous drugs. In recent years the public has been 
indebted not to the Government nor doctors for pre- 
venting their abuse. The correspondent points out that 
one of the many disadvantages of the —— archaic 
state of legislation controlling the sale of drugs was the 
unjustifiable responsibility which it laid on individual 
pharmacists. The suggestion made to members not to 
stock or sell certain drugs has been loyally carried out 
by the vast majority of pharmacists, but the individual 
pharmacist was placed in an invidious — when he 
refused to sell to a customer the drug the customer was 
legally entitled to possess, and was willing to pay for it. 
The Society recently has recommended that a d 
claimed to counteract the undesirable effects of slo 
should not be sold over the counter. 


This Year’s Health Estimates 

The Health Estimates for the financial year which 
began on April 6, show that the gross total for England, 
Wales and Scotland will be £806.6 million, of which 
£600 million will be met by direct taxation. This is a 
decrease of £30.7 million from last year, and the fall is 
largely attributable to higher payments from patients. 
Overall, the pharmaceutical services are expected to 
cost £96.2 million, an increase of approximately £4 mil- 
lion from last year, but the net cost will be only £73 
million as against almost £80 million, as the increased 
levy of 2/- per prescription is anticipated to bring in 
£23.1 million instead of £12.7 million. Dispensing fees 
are expected to decline slightly, but ingredient costs 
may go up by 5 per cent. in England, 7.6 per cent. in 
Wales and 6.0 per cent. in Scotland. These figures do 
not include the cost of the 7 million prescriptions which 
will be dispensed at hospital out-patient departments. 
The hospitals, in all, will require about £537 million, 
which represents a substantial rise on last year. The 
cost of the hospital building programme is stepped up 
to £34.7 million, and this figure will be increased in 
future years.

PREPARING EXAMINERS 


We had just completed examining the last candidates, 
and a quick assessment of the results suggested a very 
small pass-list. However, a great many candidates 
were borderline, and a review of their papers was 
obviously indicated. A motion to delay further con- 
sideration until post cibum was carried nem. con., and 
the examiners adjourned to a neighbouring establish- 
ment for appropriate restoration of metabolic reserves. 
My colleagues all supplemented their diet with mod- 
erate amounts of a liquid capable of yielding calories 
on oxidation as well as producing certain additional 
interesting effects; being teetotal, I preferred to take a 
liquid with only solvent properties. 

When we began rescrutiny of the examination results 
several candidates’ papers were now judged to be rather 
better than our earlier assessment had indicated, and 
the marks could justifiably be adjusted to permit a pass. 
In one case, however, I disagreed with my colleagues’ 
desire to raise the marks enough to turn the scale until 
one of them in exasperation explained my stubbornness 
by the remark: “It’s that —— water you drink!” The 
candidate got his pass, but he certainly does not know 
of the metabolic mechanism which led to it. 

Question for study: What steps may be taken to 
ensure that examiners receive proper preparation for 
their examinations?—“The Lancet.”

WINTHROP ORAL ANTI-VIRAL SYNTHETIC 


“A completely new drug—a completely new approach 
to infections where no previous treatment was known.” 
This statement comes from Winthrop Laboratories in 
summing up one of its first product releases of 1960-61. 
The infections include influenza, herpes zoster, mumps, 
measles and chickenpox. It is also claimed to have 
proved effective in combating the symptoms of the com- 
mon cold. 

A further claim is that it is the first synthetic com- 
pound proved to interfere with the “virus-host cell” 
relationship when taken orally. This compound, the 
result of Swedish research and ten years of clinical 
trials in Sweden and in Britain, is chemically N’N’ 
anhydrobis (B-hydroxyethyl) biguanide hydrochloride 
chemical nickname, ABOB, a new member of the bigu- 
anide family. 
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Vironil is a compound tablet. It is known that the 
passage of the virus through the mucous membranes 
is cut down considerably if the membranes are dry. 
The tablet, therefore, includes atropine methonitrate 
and scopolamine methonitrate to provide this drying 
action. 

Mr. Richardson, manager of Winthrop Laboratories, 
said: “Vironil is something quite new to Australian 
medicine. Animal experiments have shown that it pro- 
tects mice against influenza and other infections when 
given in small doses over a long period. 

“In humans it has been shown to be significantly 
prophylactic when administered to a group of 107 
patients exposed to the Asian type of influenza. In 
further trials involving 2,459 subjects exposed to the 
general clinical type of influenza have shown Vironil to 
provide adequate prophylaxis. As a therapeutic agent 
it has been shown to be effective against clinical A 
(Asian) and clinical B influenza. 

“Virus infections generally confer a period of im- 
munity on the host. In the case of influenza the im- 
munity time is very short. Many doctors encourage 
small girls to catch German measles, as the immunity 
resulting from the attack protects them from compli- 
cations in pregnancy in later life. Vironil does not 
interfere with this immunity. The virus continues to 
cause antibodies to be made, but prevents actual disease 
of the host occurring.” 

In an article in a British medical magazine—‘“Prac- 
titioner”—Weinstein states as his opinion that “None 
of the presently available antimicrobial drugs is of bene- 
fit when applied therapeutically in the diseases in which 
true viruses are the aetological agents.” 

He then goes on to state that Vironil has been shown 
by Sjoberg to be a synthetic chemical compound with, 
as he carefully points out, possible therapeutic effec- 
tiveness in human influenza. Thus Vironil has been 
mentioned in the “Practitioner” as one of the promising 
advances in treatment of 1961. 

Mr. Richardson comments: “Weinstein was obviously 
very careful in expressing himself. He only appears 
to have read Sjoberg’s report. We of course can be very 
much more positive that Vironil is of therapeutic effec- 
tiveness, because Winthrop Laboratories in Britain did 
not have one controlled clinical trial, but eleven, all of 
which show the same result—the effectiveness of this 
new drug, making it thus the first anti-viral synthetic.” 


OPENING OF NEW KODAK FACTORY 
AT COBURG, VICTORIA 


Superb organisation was a feature of the opening of 
the new Kodak factory at Coburg, Victoria, on April 14. 

A very large number of guests attended the official 
opening by the Prime Minister, the Rt. Hon. R. G. 
Menzies, in the large and beautifully equipped dining 
room, at 2.30 p.m. 

The guests were welcomed by Mr. H. Foote, Chairman 
of Directors of Kodak (A’asia) Pty. Ltd., who gave a 
brief history of the development of the company. Mr. 
Foote paid high tribute to the pioneers, Messrs. Thomas 
Baker and J. J. Rouse, who established a photographic 
business in Melbourne in 1886, and became amalgamated 
with the London Kodak Company in 1908. He spoke in 
terms of highest admiration of the influence and work 
of Mr. Edgar Rouse, son of Mr. J. J. Rouse, who con- 
tinued the work of his father and had become manag- 
ing director of Kodak (A’asia) Pty. Ltd. Mr. Edgar 
Rouse today was honorary chairman of the company. 

Mr. Foote said it gave the company great pleasure to 
have, on this very important day in the history of the 
company, a large number of former employees with 
them. The company owed a great deal to these men 
and women, and they were very honoured guests. 

Dr. A. K. Chapman, Vice-Chairman of the Eastman 
Kodak Company, U.S.A., also dealt with the early his- 
tory of the company, and related anecdotes which high- 
lighted the characters and outstanding business and 
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technical ability of J. J. Rouse and Thomas Baker. He 
congratulated the Australian company on its remarkable 
development and its foresight in planning. 


Features of the New Building 
Emphasis is on the use of single-story buildings, which 
were selected for ease of materials handling and for 
easier demolition without affecting production should 

future expansion require multi-story units. 
_ A £240,000 amenities building—one of the most modern 
in the Southern Hemisphere—is an outstanding feature 
of the new multi-million factory. Fully air-conditioned,

the building is portal-framed, with fully-encased roll 
steel sections, carrying all-metal purlins. Pre-stressed, 
precast concrete beams 54 ft. long were used in con- 
struction. 

Distribution of the air-conditioning ducts is assisted 
by deep steel channels, while the whole of the building 
is roofed and insulated with a Stramit low-pitch roof. 

Interior ceiling treatment uses a continuous, wafer- 
thin aluminium acoustic strip, perforated for sound- 
proofing. It is believed to be the first use of this 
material in Australia. 

Flooring in the foyer is of 17 in. terrazzo tiles, giving 
an overall impression of marble ceramic. This type of 
floor treatment is comparatively new to Australia. 

Architectural treatment in the manufacturing depart- 
ments presented many difficulties, due to the company’s 
requirements of full air-conditioning and light-proofing. 
Most of the buildings are constructed without windows, 
while in others windows are used sparingly. Reliance 
is largely on fluorescent lighting. 

Eight architects were employed full time for eight 
months before plans were finally approved. 

The building plan has made full use of the natural 
contours of the land in providing loading docks and 
roads at convenient levels. 

A feature of the few multi-story units is a “sandwich 
panel” of enamelled pans and fibre-glass insulation 
secured between aluminium mullions, giving as much 
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insulation as 15 in. of brickwork and saving an enor- 
mous amount of space. 

Simplicity and uniformity of design of the single-story 
units, which are of steel-framed brick, give the plant 
an imposing overall aesthetic appearance in keeping 
with the highest overseas standards. 

Walls are specially vapour-proofed by means of a 
bitumen seal on one side of the wall cavity, and con- 
crete floors are laid directly on the earth where possible 
to take advantage of constant soil temperatures. Con- 
creting was rendered dustproof by means of a Kodak- 
developed process used in the company’s plants through- 
out the world. 

Flexibility is the keynote of the design of the few 
multi-story sections, where the emphasis was on plan- 
ning for both present and future requirements. 

The maintenance building is interesting in that the 
entire framework is of tubular steel. 

The high-velocity air-conditioning installation in the 
Medical and Personnel Centre uses twin tubes to deliver 
hot and cold air to a mixing and sound attenuation box 
which renders the system almost noiseless. The mixing 
box gives individual temperature control to more than 
a dozen small roofs. 

The building features a suspended plaster acoustic 
ceiling system, which junctions with a modular partition 
embodying several ply veneer fibre-glass and vinyl 
finishes. 

Manufacturing buildings are roofed with heavy duty, 
long-span aluminium sheeting with fireproof plastered 
ceilings and walls. 

Because of the delicate nature of film coating and the

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manufacture of emulsions, much of the work in those 
buildings is done in complete darkness. 

Hundreds of coloured “safe lights” with automatic 
Switches were installed to keep working areas in com- 
plete or near-complete darkness. Passageways leading 
to these sections grow progressively darker by means 
of dull green overhead lights until the immediate area 
before each section is in blackness. 

A special system of interlocking doors was evolved 
to protect processes in the film coating building from 
damaging light rays. This was achieved by construct- 
ing a “baffle room” barrier at entrances to work areas. 


Each “baffle room” has three doors, but a special 
electronic locking device ensures that only one may be 
used at a time. 

The emulsion mixing building—also windowless—is 
essentially a reinforced concrete structure with an outer 
skin of vapour-proofed brickwork. 

Extreme cleanliness—another essential—was achieved 
by the use of glazed structural blocks in wall con- 
struction in both the emulsion and film-coating build- 
ings, eliminating all projections where dust could 
accumulate. 

An electronic air filter system capable of removing 
particles as fine as those in tobacco smoke keeps the air 
free of impurities. 

Because of the vast number of services required in 
this building, a central pipe well was constructed to 
house them. Catwalks have been built for ease of main- 
tenance and accessibility, while a system of false floors 
feeds the services to the various production units. 

Solar loads which could impede the efficiency of the 
air-conditioning system were kept to a minimum by 
applying double-sided aluminium foil to the underside 
of the roof, which had to be low pitched but still leave 
sufficient head-room for the bulky air-conditioning 
equipment. 

A massive electronic control pane] took engineers 
many weeks to design. This panel enables Kodak engi- 
neers to see at a glance exactly what is happening any- 
where in emulsion and film-coating plants, which vir- 
tually run automatically. 

Air-conditioning plant in some buildings had to be 
installed in such a way as to allow partitioned sections 
to have individual temperature control. In one building 
there are 15 separate air-conditioning units. 

This presented a big problem in overhead housing of 
the enormous amount of mechanical equipment required 
for processing. Roof trusses were used to form the 
main support, while ceilings had to be completely sus- 
pended from roof structures so that the prefabricated 
subdividing walls could be switched around without 
altering the base structures. In some cases space was 
so limited in the low-pitched rooms that the equipment 
had to be brought in pieces through the roof trusses 
and assembled in their appropriate positions. 


A big factor which dictated the master planning of 
the project was the provision of a services building in a 
position where prevailing winds would not blow gases 
from the 200 ft. high chimney stack into the elaborate 
air-conditioning system where their sulphurous content 
could contaminate the product. A complex system of 
smoke control was installed to overcome this problem. 


All service pipes supplying steam, chilled water, 
brine, compressed air, gas, water and distilled water 
are suspended 20 ft. above the ground over a four-mile 
route on tubular steel supports. Insulated pipes are 
sheathed in aluminium to save maintenance costs. 


Few installations in Australia have such an elaborate 
overhead reticulation system, which comprises a total 
of about 15 miles of piping. This method was chosen 
to enable expansion or alteration work to be carried 
out without hindering production. 

The requirement of total air conditioning necessitated 
the provision of a building to house the chilled water 


and brine compressors directly below the water-cooling 
tower. 


The power house, heart of the giant py operation, 
covers an area of 25,000 sq. ft. Most of the steam, re- 
frigeration and electricity supplied by the power house 
is used either for air conditioning or for drying coated 
emulsions. 


Three huge steam boilers, initially burning oil fuel, 
but suitable for conversion to brown coal or briquettes, 
each has a capacity of 36,000 lb. of steam per hour at 
a pressure of 450 lb. per sq. inch and a temperature of 
750 deg. F. 

The refrigeration plant is nearly three times the size 
of the largest existing refrigeration plant in Australia. 
Capacity is sufficient to operate 100,000 household re- 
frigerators, air condition 17 limit-height city office build- 
ings, or freeze 2600 tons of ice every 24 hours. 


Centrifugal compressors send 2000 gallons of chilled 
water a minute through the air conditioning and film 
drying systems in the film manufacturing unit. 


Because even a few minutes’ interruption of power 
supplies could ruin thousands of pounds’ worth of photo- 
graphic equipment, an auxiliary power plant has been 
installed for use in emergency. The capacity of all elec- 
tric motors used in the plant exceeds 3000 horse-power. 


The site at East Coburg totals nearly 100 acres, al- 
though only 58 acres are being used at this stage. The 
remainder of the programme, which includes erection 
of a multi-story office block, is scheduled for completion 
within five years. 

The whole of the seven-acre Kodak plant at Abbots- 
ford will ultimately be transferred to the East Coburg 
site.

A 46-year-old motor mechanic—a British migrant— 
was proceeded against during the month for having pre- 
tended to be a medical practitioner.

PHARMACY BOARD Meeting 


The Pharmacy Board of South Australia met at 27 
Grenfell Street, Adelaide, on March 20, at 7.45 p.m. 

Present.—Mr. D. C. Hill (President) in the chair, 
Messrs. G. L. Burns, L. A. Craig, E. F. Lipsham, R. C. 
McCarthy, B. F. Mildren, B. L. Reynolds, and the 
Registrar. 

Correspondence.—To several persons Overseas, answer- 
ing inquiries regarding registration in South Australia. 


From P.A.A., forwarding copy of decisions reached 
at meeting of the A.P.F. Editorial Committee on Febru- 
ary 16, relating to formulation of new edition. Re- 
ceived. 

From the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, 
forwarding a letter which it has sent in identical terms 
to all bodies with whom that Society has reciprocal 
agreements. The letter referred to previous corre- 
spondence with pharmaceutical authorities in Australia 
regarding reciprocity, and also to the suggestion that 
no review should take place until after the next Con- 
ference of Boards in Perth in 1962. The Council had 
decided that it would leave the matter stand as at pre- 
sent until the expiration of three years, when the posi- 
tion would again be reviewed in the light of existing 
educational standards at that time throughout the 
various territories controlled by authorities which had 
the agreements. 

From Mr. P. R. Drake, forwarding a series of ques- 
tions regarding his carrying on the business of pharma- 
ceutical chemist at Mount Gambier for the widow of 
J. S. McConnell. The Registrar was authorised to for- 
ward the replies to Mr. Drake’s questions. 

To the Chief Secretary, forwarding alteration to Re- 
gulation regarding increase in maximum fee to £4/4/-. 

Galenicals.—The President and Mr. Mildren submitted 
reports on the implementation by the sub-committee 
of the new system as relating to the new Set II (for- 
merly Set III). The instructions, dispensing exercises 
and exercise sheets, as forwarded to all relevant masters 
with apprentices required to do the new Set II were 
submitted to the meeting for the information of mem- 
bers. The reports were received with satisfaction. 

The sub-committee suggested the following programme 
for galenical exercises in 1961: 

Set i. om sent by April 3, 1961, collected on June 

Set II—Notices sent by March 20, 1961, collected on 

May 16, 1961. 
Set III—Notices sent by June 10, 1961, collected on 
August 8, 1961. 

It was resolved that the recommendation of the sub- 

committee be adopted. 


Mr. Mildren said that the programme for 1961 was 
in the nature of a trial and would be reviewed at the 
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end of the year, and the resulting 1962 programme, 
based on experience obtained, would allow for an altera- 
tion in the dates in that year to provide greater spac- 
ing. 

The President stated that, in considering greater spac- 
ing, care would need to be taken to see that work 
could be handled by the office in what was the busiest 
time of the year, during December, January, February 
and March. 


Mr. Lipsham asked that two stickers which had been 
used by the Board, but had been superseded by the new 
procedure, should be affixed to the present minutes for 
record purposes. 


Practical Experience Examination: Letters to Messrs. 
B. D. Holland, D. B. Katchor and Miss A. I. Hancock, 
advising passing re-examination in Section A. 


Supplementary Examination Entries: Letters from and 
to the University of Adelaide, advising remission of 
late entry fees; and acknowledging advising that candi- 
dates will be notified accordingly. Mr. Reynolds sug- 
gested that applications for remission of late fees should 
be examined carefully in every case. The Registrar 
advised the unusual circumstances in the present in- 
stance which had led to the University agreeing to a 
remission. Such a position would possibly not recur. 


Mr. Lipsham stated that in view of the late hour 
he had no objection to the following motion being put 
at the April meeting, viz.: 


“That in 1962 the list of equipment required in 
pharmacies employing apprentices be extended to 
include the installation of a water or refrigerator 
type cooling system which reaches the dispensary 
area. If the basic idea is acceptable, then further 
decisions will be necessary—such might be: 


(a) compulsory or optional in all such pharmacies, 


(b) compulsory only when the premises lack a back 
entrance door, 


(c) compulsory only when the premises lack both a 
back entrance door or a window, 


(d) compulsory only with new enrolments.” 


Letters had been forwarded to two excluded appren- 
tices advising that application for permission to remain 
in the course had been rejected, and asking for return 
of indentures.

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY Meeting 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of South 
Australia met at 27 Grenfell Street, Adelaide on April 
4, at 7.45 p.m. 

Present.—Mr. K. D. Johnson (President) in the chair, 
Messrs. S. W. Fewell, E. F. Lipsham, R. B. Martin, D. F. 
J. Penhall and R. N. Spafford, and the Secretary. 

Education Report.—The Senior Lecturer, Mr. Rey- 
nolds, attended at the invitation of the Council to submit 
a report on the Pharmacy Department at the University 
of Adelaide. The President welcomed Mr. Reynolds, 
who then made a statement from notes which he had 
prepared, and invited members to ask questions from 
time to time, as they wished. Mr. Reynolds’ statement 
occupied approximately 90 minutes. 

The President thanked Mr. Reynolds for his excellent 
report, and said that it was noted with interest that 
external examiners operating with departmental officers 
had proved so valuable.

Mr. Penhall suggested that consideration be given to 
an official pharmaceutical church service. 

Both submissions met with general approval and the 
Secretary was directed to place the matters on the 
agenda for consideration at the May meeting. 


Bowling.—Mr. Spafford produced a shield which had 
been donated in 1916 by Mr. W. H. Porter, then Presi- 
dent of the Pharmaceutical Society, for annual competi- 
tion between the Parkside Bowling Club and represen- 
tatives of pharmaceutical chemists. The shield had

lapsed during the First World War due to existing condi- 
tions and had not been recommenced. Mr. Spafford sug- 
gested that the Council should sponsor a revival of the 
competition, and the Secretary was authorised to for- 
ward a letter to the President of the Parkside club 
expressing the interest of the Society in this matter. 
The Secretary was also authorised to forward a cir- 
cular at a later date asking for members interested to 
advise him.

NEWSLETTER 


CHRISTOPHER WREN, M.D. 


His architectural fame has eclipsed his re- 
nown in other scientific fields. Between leaving 
school at 14 and commencing at Oxford (1649) 
he acted as prosector of anatomy for Sir Charles 
Scarburgh. He obtained a B.A. in 1651 and 
continued on with medical studies during which 
he did the illustrations for publications by 
leading medical men. In 1653 he proceeded 
M.A. With a companion he pioneered in 1656 
blood transfusion, and gave injections using 
a quill plus syringe, which virtually was the 
first hypodermic. From qualifications from his 
wide range of study he became Professor of 
Astronomy, London, in 1657. Then in 1661 he 
became D.C.L. and LL.B. and was appointed 
Professor of Astronomy, Oxford. Architecture 
became a main interest in 1663, and the Great 
Fire of 1666 gave scope to this branch of his 
genius. Throughout his career he kept close 
association with the Royal Society and appears 
on the president list for 1680-2 as “Christopher 
Wren, M.D., Professor of Astronomy, Oxford.” 
It is uncertain where he obtained the M.D., 
but, being a holder of this degree, he must be 
regarded as the first medical president of the 
Royal Society.

Thirty-five apprenticeship indentures were registered 
and there were 7 transfers, 4 cancellations and 2 sus- 
pensions. 

In the year 1960 there were 152 pharmacy students 
enrolled in the various years of the course, the largest 
number (49) being enrolled for first year. 

On the subject of pharmaceutical education the report 
states that radical changes in other States have caused 
the Council to give serious consideration to the advisa- 
bility or otherwise of continuing with the concurrent 
apprenticeship course which has operated in W.A. for 
nearly 60 years.

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

Tonight I don’t want to talk about education or about 
the students who have passed their first, second or third 
year examinations. I want to talk to the very important 
people, those who are graduating and entering into their 
careers. 

I want to transfer you to a small village away in the 
middle of a muddy plain which we know as the prairies 
of the United States of America. 

I want to take you to a small house in the main 
street of this town. The house belongs to Mrs. Smith, 
and we are going to spend the weekend with Mrs. Smith. 

As we approach the house, between the fence and 
front garden, and up between the lanes of oak trees, 
we notice somebody sitting at an upstairs window 
looking down at us solemnly. 

We enter the house and greet Mrs. Smith, we talk 
for a while and then sit down at the table for dinner. 
The man from the upstairs window comes and sits at 
the table, and Mrs. Smith says to us, “This is my 
brother-in-law, Mr. Jones.” We say “How-do-you-do” 
and Mr. Jones replies “How-do-you-do.” We chat with 
Mrs. Smith, but Mr. Jones does not speak except to 
excuse himself from the table, and he then goes back 
and sits down at the window. 
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During the rest of the week-end with Mrs. Smith, 
Mr. Jones comes and goes. If we speak to him he 
answers, if we say “Good morning” he replies, and so 
on, but volunteers no form of conversation. Mr. Jones 
is no trouble, his doctor and chemist look after him well, 
and he takes his tablets when he should without being 
reminded, and goes on living normally. 


This is why we have been called into spend the 
weekend with Mrs. Smith, so that we could see Mr. 
Jones, because he is a real problem. 


Mr. Jones grew up in another town. He was a very 
skilled tradesman, and he had passed through one of 
the great technical colleges, and had become a cabinet- 
maker and carpenter. His own love of the work, and 
study of the intricate carving that you see on old 
furniture, made him a gocd tradesman and an expert 
in repairing old antique furniture. Once when he was 
on business he met a Miss Smith and married her. 
They had two children who were killed in the war. Mr. 
Jones suffered during the war and the depression; he 
lost his wife and was out of work. All the men with 
whom he had worked were either dead or had shifted, 
and he had nothing to do and nobody to comfort him. 
He went from job to job, each one becoming shorter 
and shorter. He was not interested in the job, just 
screwing two bits of wood together. Nobody wanted 
to employ an old grey-haired man, and so he eventually 
found himself without a job. 


One day he met his sister-in-law, and she said to him, 
“Why don’t you come and live with me? I am by 
myself and all my family have gone and I am very 
lonely.” So Mr. Jones came to live with Mrs. Smith, 
= this is where we find him today some three years 
ater. 

After Mr. Jones came to live with Mrs. Smith he did 
a few little jobs around the house, such as mending 
the front door and the window frame, and each time 
he had finished with his tools he cleaned them and put 
them away neatly, just as I hope you will keep your 
tools of trade in your future shops. Mr. Jones would 
pack his tools in vaseline and put them away. He 
gradually became more and more quiet and less and less 
active; he spoke only when spoken to and came and 
went unnoticed. 

I now want to take you to Baltimore, to a small 
haberdashery shop on the corner. Mr. Wilson, the man 
who ran the shop, had done well, and began to = 
more and more people. As he was doing so well he 
thought he would expand and go into the manufacturing 
business. Gradually he became increasingly worried 
because things were not going the way he had hoped. 
He was not trained to cope with this type of business, 
and soon found himself in trouble with the bank. 

At this time one of the members of a large well known 
commercial family was called upon as manager of his 
firm to open a new golf club for the employees. As he 
was opening the club he saw on a notice board that 
the club was for active members of the firm, and that 
retired members over 65 years of age were not eligible 
to play. Somebody said to him, “What are you going 
to do, because you who open the club today will not be 
eligible for membership in a few years? Are you going 
to come along as a guest and watch the other members 
play?” 

After he had ames the club he thought about the 
matter for a while, and then went down to the bank 
and said to the bank manager, “I want to have a look 
at some of the bank’s bad mortgages and bad personal 
notes.” The bank manager said he was afraid that his 
bank had none and could do nothing for him, but 
reluctantly the bank manager gave in and let him have 
a look at some of the bad personal notes and mortgages, 
and he picked out one for the corner haberdashery store. 

The next day he went along to the haberdashery store 
and had a talk with the manager. He said to the 
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manager that he happened to know that he was in 4 
spot of financial difficulty. The manager of the haber- 
dashery store said that as a matter of fact he was. The 
visitor then said, “How would you like a new Board of 
Directors, and on this board would be a member of the 
Ford family and members of the Morgan, Rothschild, 
Rockefeller and Vanderbilt families?” The store man- 
ager grinned and said, “Who would not?” The visitor 
replied, “I could get you such a board, but you would 
have to promise that you would do whatever the board 
said after they had been directing the business for six 
months.” The store owner then realised that this was 
an important man, and so he agreed to the proposition. 

So the Board of Directors was formed of retired multi- 
millionaires, and they set about looking into the busi- 
ness. After the six months had gone by the Board of 
Directors called in the manager and asked him if he 
was still prepared to do whatever they asked him, and 
the manager said that he would, so they said to him, 
“Go to your desk and fire yourself as manager of this 
company.” This he did, and he was then appointed 
sales manager. The result—sales increased, because he 
was a good salesman, overhead decreased because of 
more expert management, and the business was once 
again thriving. 

This time I want to transfer you to a school which 
is a combination State High School and Elementary 
School outside Williamsburg in Virginia. This school 
is in a town of average size and it is an average class 
town, not poor and not rich. The town is in part a 
farming town and part just the small everyday people 
who go to make up a town—the butchers, bakers 
shopkeepers. 

The class at the school is listening to a piano, then 
to a radiogram, and then they study pictures and art, 
and they read modern poetry, and the instructor even 
plays the violin. You may think these things unim- 
portant at the time, but they are to play an important 
part in your life. It is through poo not cultivating 
these things along with their work that so many — 
have nervous breakdowns. They simply have no other 
interests besides themselves and their own little worries. 


I now want to take you back to the first case. You 
are called in as an educator to see what you can do 
for Mr. Jones. 


The first thing you do is look over the town. You 
visit the local library or the Boys Club or the Girls 
Club, the Methodist Church, the Roman Catholic Sunday 
School or the Salvation Army Citadel. You find that 
in all these places there are chairs and tables and 
perhaps even pews that need fixing. So you go back 
and see Mrs. Smith, and you find out that she teaches 
Sunday School at the Methodist Church. You suggest 
to Mrs. Smith that next time she goes to church she 
might bring back with her an old chair that needs fixing 
that the church cannot afford to have fixed, and that she 
leaves it on the verandah for a day or two and then 
asks Mr. Jones if he would kindly mend it for her. In 
a couple of days you will probably find him mending it. 
Next time you go to church you bring back a table, 
and in the end it is the whole church that needs fixing. 
You cannot take the church to Mr. Jones, so you take 
Mr. Jones to the church. 

Mr. Jones was healthy in body, but he had forgotten 
to cultivate citizenship. If you go back to the little 
town in a few years you will find that Mr. Jones has 
made friends with the people of the church and is 
joining in the local social functions and may be i 
with his friends in the down town garden or even 
enjoying a drink at the hotel. 

Citizenship is just as important as chemistry or any- 
thing else. 

In the second case, we have the man who was a good 
salesman but not commercially wise. The Bo of 
Directors told him to fire himself and put in a new 
manager and to make himself the head salesman. By 
doing this the bank had its mortgage cleared and every- 
body was happy.

In the third case we learn that all sorts of things 
that do not seem very important to us at the time play 
a big part in our lives. We all do the silly things that 
people will do, get married, have children, buy homes 
and television sets, then somehow the children grow 
up and mother and father find that they do not have 
so much work to do and have more free time to 
themselves. 

We ask people, “What do you think about in your 
spare time’” They say, “I don’t know.” We ask them, 
“What do you do in your spare time?,” and when they 
stop to think they say, “Well, I suppose I think about 
myself, 1 worry about me.” You ask these people what 
they used to do, and they say, “Well, I used to play the 
violin”—or perhaps they used to paint a little or belong 
to certain clubs; but they don’t bother with these things 
any more. If people don’t have some hobby or some- 
thing to do they find themselves depending on other 
people. They become bored and troubled about them- 
selves, and this is more often than not what causes 
people to have nervous breakdowns. 

I want to mention an old lady who was 94 years of 
age, who lost the use of her limbs, not because of 
paralysis but because she had lost her sense of balance. 
This lady brought up her family and taught them to 
take an interest in their community and to study general 
education as well as their main school work. 

This old lady read a lot, had her own little interests, 
and she liked to listen to the radio. In her 94th year 
she began to lose her eyesight and her hearing, and this 
troubled her because she was afraid that she would 
become a human vegetable. She knew that the doctor 
would give her injections to keep her alive, but she 
would be dependent on other people. This is not what 
men and women are for, to become human vegetables. 
This old lady died terrified that she might become a 
human vegetable. 

Remember that you must be commercially wise and 
alert, be a good citizen, and keep up interests outside 
your families and your jobs. Remain members of your 
clubs and get full enjoyment out of them. 

Remain a good citizen and reach out for the riches 
that are available to you in the Education Department. 
There are evening classes that are conducted by the 
Adult Education Board and at the Perth Technical 


College. Branch out into these and don’t become a 
human vegetable.

Meeting 


The Annual Meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Western Australia was held at the Technical College, 
Perth, on Wednesday, March 22, 1961, at 8 p.m. 

Present.—Messrs. G. H. Dallimore (President), F. W. 
Avenell, A. A. Baxter, A. N. Birks, M. D. Cann, C. O. 
Carter, R. I. Cohen, R. W. C. Dalby, R. J. Devereux,

Hunt, K. H. Hurst, K. M. Kidd, C. Manera, A. C. 
McWhinney, R. R. Nicholls, J. Perlman, K. C. Power, 
C. Rutledge, C. M. Saunders, G. J. Tucker, D. Waldby, 
W. Wright, Mrs. H. M. Lyons, Misses P. Dornan, J. C. 
Palmer, V. M. Powys and Dr. E. M. Watson. 

The Minutes of the Annual Meeting held on March 23, 
1960, were read and confirmed. 

President's Report.—The President referred especially 
to the following items appearing in the printed report: 

Membership.—Although 27 members were registered 
during 1960, there were 19 deletions, leaving a net gain 
of 8. On December 31, 1960, the membership stood at 
507, being the first time that the Society membership 
had exceeded 500. 
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Apprentices.—In 1960 new indentures registered num- 
bered 35, and there were 4 deletions. The total number 
of pharmacy students taking examinations in November 
1960 was 152; of these 33 sat for the Final examination 
and all passed either in November or at the Supple- 
mentary examinations in February 1961. 

This year (1961) 53 students have commenced the 
course. 

The President congratulated Messrs. J. E.G. Lewis and 
G. J. Tucker on completing the Fellowship requirements. 

He again drew attention to reports of non-observance 
of the law relating to controlled drugs, and appealed to 
members to “play the game” in this respect. The report 
gave details of prosecutions during the year, and the 
President warned that action will be taken in every 
case in which sufficient evidence is available to sustain 
a prosecution. He urged members to make sure they 
cancel prescriptions which require cancellation. 

An appeal was made to support the A.N.Z.A.A‘S. 
Congress to be held in Brisbane in May, 1961, and the 
Pharmaceutical Association meeting to be held in Perth 
in August, 1962. 

Adoption of the report was followed by a general 
discussion on Pharmaceutical Education. Dr. E. M. 
Watson outlined some of the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of a University Course. He advocated a continu- 
ance of the course at the Technical College, which in 
his opinion is more suited to the needs of this State, 
bearing in mind that the scope for graduates in fields 
other than retail pharmacy is extremely limited. He 
intimated that the Council had in mind a course of two 
years full-time at College followed by two years part- 
time at College and part-time practical training in a 
pharmacy under agreement similar to an apprenticeship. 

Mr. K. M. Kidd criticised the present “Commercial 
Pharmacy” syllabus, and stressed the need for inclusion 
of training in salesmanship, advertising, insurance, 
buying and stock control. He moved the following 
motion: 

“That the Education Committee take immediate steps 
to investigate and subsequently recommend a more 
comprehensive and adequate course of instruction in 
the area of pharmaceutical administration at the Under- 
graduate level.” 

This was seconded by Mr. C. O. Carter and carried. 

During the debate Mr. C. M. Saunders pointed out 
that the primary object of a pharmacist’s training and 
education is to ensure that he has a thorough knowledge 
of drugs and dispensing. This is the important dif- 
ference between a pharmacist and a merchant. If a 
pharmacist desires to proceed with further studies in 
commercial subjects, he may do so after graduation. 

Dr. Watson indicated that modifications in the Com- 
mercial Pharmacy Course could be made. At present 
this occupies about 70 hours. 

Miss J. C. Palmer drew attention to certain items in 
the list of preparations required to be prepared by 
apprentices at the pharmacy, which in her opinion were 
obsolete. 

Mr. G. J. Tucker stated that the list is being amended. 
It is reasonable to expect that 80 per cent. of the list 
will be appropriate in any pharmacy, and this will 
satisfy the requirements. 

Mr. C. O. Carter stressed the need to label medicines 
with the name of the drug when a prescription bears 
the words “Please label name of tablets.” In the ensuing 
discussion it was pointed out that it is the pharmacist’s 
duty to label according to the prescriber’s instructions. 
He should not disclose the name of the drug either 
verbally or on the label unless the prescriber has 
authorised this on the prescription. 

Treasurer's Report.—This was presented by Mr. A. A. 
Baxter and showed a surplus of £337, after transferring 
£244 to the Conference Reserve Account. The report 
was adopted. 

Election.—The returning officer declared Messrs. R. I. 
Cohen, A. C. McWhinney and S. T. Hughes duly elected 
for the triennium commencing April 1, 1961. 

Mr. Hughes thanked those who had voted for him. 
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He moved the following recommendation: “At future 
Council Elections candidates should not distribute sepa- 
rate circulars, but with their nominations supply the 
Council with brief biographical data to be sent out with 
the ballot papers.” 

This was seconded by Mr. K. M. Kidd. On being put 
to the vote it was carried unanimously. 

A vote of thanks to the President and Council was 
carried by acclamation on the motion of Messrs. A. N. 
Birks and G. J. Tucker. At the President’s request Mr. 
A. C. McWhinney replied on behalf of the Council. 

The meeting closed at 10.15 p.m.

From Sterling Pharmaceuticals, asking for permission 
to send a letter to chemists under the signature of the 
State President, to help in the staff training to increase 
the sales of “Chemist Only” lines. This was agreed to. 

From the Liaison Officer, Department of North-West 
and Industrial Development, enclosing correspondence 
from a South African chemist, who wishes to come to 
W.A. The Secretary’s reply was agreed to. 

From Mr. J. V. Hands, tendering his resignation from 
the State Branch Committee. Resignation accepted 
with regret. Letter to be forwarded to Mr. Hands in 
appreciation of his services to the Guild. 

New Members Elected.—Messrs. Leonard John Bar- 
ker, Esperance, and John William Begley, Como. 

Reinstatement.—Valentine Richard Lewis, Claremont 
(in partnership with Mr. V. C. Cooper). 

Resignation.— Mr. E. B. Elliott, Esperance.—Being a 
foundation member of the Guild, it was recommended 
that a letter be sent to Mr. Elliott on his loyal support 
to the Guild since its inception. 

Pricing Officer's Report.—Mr. Lewis reported that the 
retail pricing amendments had been forwarded to all 
chemists. It was recommended that as a number of 
further alterations had been received a roneoed list of 
alterations be forwarded with the next bulletin. 

Trade & Commerce Report.—Mr. Rock reported on the 
monthly meeting of the T. & C. Committee. It was sug- 
gested that a field day be held in connection with the 
photographic lectures organised by Rumbles Ltd. 

The following recommendations were made: 

That the P.M.G. Department be asked to insert the 
words “Guild Chemist” in the space given for emer- 
gency numbers. 

That a period of two full days be allotted for the 
Federal Trade & Commerce conference. 

P.A.T.A.—It was recommended that Mr. R. D. Edinger 
be appointed chemist representative on the P.A.T.A. 
Committee. 

Refriqerators.—Following on the press report that 
chemists without refrigerators were not in a position 
correctly to store certain pharmaceutical products, it was 
recommended that the attention of the Pharmaceutical 
Council be drawn to the position and that the Council 
Inspector be asked to make an investigation. 
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P.B.A. List.—A letter to be sent to Federal Office again 
drawing attention to the inclusion of products in the 
P.B.A. list that are not manufactured by the firm listed. 
It was suggested that a mark be placed against such 
products that are unobtainable in order to save chemists 
time and money when endeavouring to obtain such pro- 
ducts. 

Address by Pfeiffer Scholar.—It was recommended 
that the Institution of Engineers Hall, Hooper Street, 
West Perth, be engaged to enable Mr. Keith Kidd, the 
Pfeiffer Scholarship winner, to recount his experiences 
overseas. It was also recommended that light refresh- 
ments be provided. 

The meeting closed at 11.20 p.m. 


New Zealand 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PHARMACY BOARD 


The annual report of the Pharmacy Board recently 
ublished shows that at 31/12/1960, the Pharmaceutical 
egister for New Zealand contained 626 names. Dur- 
ing the year there were 100 additions to the list. The 
triennial printing of the Register at January 1, 1961, 
is in val and copies will be available to members on 
request. 

The Board’s Inspectors had a very active year and 
furnished 560 reports on pharmacies. Special reference 
is made to the general standard of cleanliness in the 
pharmacies inspected. Only four adverse reports were 
received and in each instance prompt action was taken 
to correct the defects. 

The report deals with the examinations under the 
new syllabus. The first examinations for students of 
the New Zealand School of Pharmacy were conducted 
at the School in November, 1960, in accordance with 
conditions prescribed by the Board of Examiners. 
Seventy-two candidates presented themselves for the 
Pharmacy Professional Examination, Stage 1, which 
includes Chemistry, Physics and Biology. Of these 
candidates 36 were successful and a further 6 were re- 
commended to sit again for special examinations in the 
written subjects in which they had obtained marginal 
failures. Four of these candidates were successful. 

Commenting on pharmaceutical education in the Do- 
minion, the report states that 1960 saw the beginning of 
the diminution of the activities of the College of Phar- 
macy at Wellington. This was manifest in the Section 
B course, where only 4 correspondence students were 
enrolled. 

The establishment of the New Zealand School of 
Pharmacy at Petone, it is claimed, marks the commence- 
ment of a new era. The School, with Mr. E. W. Mills 
as Principal, and Dr. G. S. Cox as Head of the School, 
opened in February, 1960. 

Planning and discussions took place during the year 
on the regulations to govern the examinations under the 
new syllabus and the basis for them had been agreed 
upon between the Board, the Departments of Health and 
Education and the Board of Managers, Central Technical 
College, Petone. 

The examination syllabus for these examinations will 
be prescribed in the regulations and provision will be 
made for the appointment by the Pharmacy Board of 
assessors for the first-year examinations. 

Reference is made to discussions concerning the 
ownership of pharmacies as governed by New Zealand 
law. It is stated that the question of multiple owner- 
ship of pharmacies, particularly by limited liability 
companies, has continued to occupy the attention of the 
Board. A special committee was appointed to meet an- 
other from the Chemists’ Service Guild and progress 
along the lines of the “one-man-one-pharmacy” policy 
had been made. The two committees are to meet again 
to consider, with the aid of legal advisers, a draft bill 
intended to crystallise the policy objectives.

AMENDMENT OF POISONS REGULATIONS 


(Aureomycin For Pisicultural Purposes) 

The following amendment of the Poisons Regulations 
was published in the Government Gazette, No. 20, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1961: 

“Subject to sub-section one of section 21 of the Act, 
a person may sell by retail without the written pre- 
scription of a medical practitioner or a veterinary sur- 
geon, for pisicultural purposes, the following restricted 
drug, namely— 

Aureomycin, 
when such restricted drug is contained in the unopened 
original container as supplied by the manufacturer and 
is clearly and distinctly labelled with the words ‘Un- 
suitable for human beings’ and with a statement that 
the contents are to be used only for pisicultural pur-

poses. 


AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS UNDER THE 
PURE FOODS ACT 1908 


The following amendments appeared, among others, 
in a proclamation published in the New South Wales 
Government Gazette on March 17, 1961: 

“The occupier of any premises used for the manu- 
facture, preparation or storage of food, or drugs for sale 
shall: 

(a) provide and maintain upon such premises an ade- 
quate supply of clean water for the purpose of 
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cleansing all receptacles, implements, articles, uten- 
sils, tools of trade, benches, fittings, machinery and 
other appliances used for or in connection with such 
food and drugs; and 
(b) provide and maintain in a convenient position upon 
such premises for the use of employees a wash 
hand basin, with water laid on thereto, together 
with a sufficient supply of soap and clean, towels.”

DOCTOR SUSPENDED FROM PRACTICE 


A medical practitioner who allegedly substituted pre- 
scriptions with the object of enabling patients to receive 
benefits under the N.HLS. to which they were not en- 
titled, was suspended from practice for twelve months 
by a medical tribunal on March 3, 1961. 

The doctor concerned was Bernard Richard Ingram, 
of New Lambton, near Newcastle. 

The tribunal was told that Dr. Ingram and a chemist 
had combined to obtain free drugs for pensioners with 
false prescriptions. It was stated that the chemist, 
Douglas James Pitcairn, used prescriptions written by 
the doctor to gain payment from the Commonwealth. 

Mr. Keith John Kelly, a pharmaceutical chemist em- 
ployed by the Health Department, said he had inter- 
viewed Dr. Ingram, who had gained no financial benefit 
for himself. 

The pharmaceutical chemist, D. J. Pitcairn, said Dr. 
Ingram’s patients would present him with a prescription 
and then ask him for an alternative. The doctor would 
put a note on the prescription giving an alternative drug. 
The chemist said he had never made any financial gain 
from this—if anything, he had lost. 

Dr. Ingram told the tribunal he substituted drugs when 
those on the free list were of no help, or when a drug 
urgently needed by a poor pensioner was not on the free 
list. Most of the —_—, referred to in the charges 
were poor and could not afford to pay for the drugs. 


Monday, May 8: 


DOCTOR ON EIGHT DRUG CHARGES 


A doctor with 10 degrees was recently given a two- 
year suspended sentence in Central Court, Sydney, on 
eight charges involving drugs. 

He is Oliver Plunkett Desmond Ryan, 41, the Irish- 
born father of five children and an ex-international 
Rugby Union player. 

Police told the Court Ryan had forged fake prescrip- 
tions to obtain the drug physeptone, a synthetic narcotic. 
In a statement tendered in Court, Ryan said he began 
taking the drug because of long hours of stress and 
strain while writing a scientific article for the B.M.A. 
Journal. He was described in Court as a medical prac- 
titioner with 10 medical degrees. 

He graduated from the University of Dublin in 1943 
with first-class honours. He also holds the degrees of 
Doctor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery, and is a 
member of the Royal College of Physicians. 

Det.-Sgt. K. Astill (C.I.B. Drug Squad) said Ryan had 
played international Rugby Union for Ireland. The 
Court was told Ryan forged two of the fake prescrip- 
tions after escaping from the North Ryde Pyschiatric 
Clinic. The prescriptions were written in the names of 
his wife and friends. 

In a statement Ryan said he arrived in Adelaide from 
London in 1959 and later took up a post in Darwin. 
Because of education difficulties for his children he came 
to Sydney in December last year and became the senior 
Resident Medical Officer of Eastern Suburbs Hospital. 
He began taking the drug in January this year and later 
realised he had become addicted to it. He obtained the 
drugs by paying for them, and did not claim them under 
the free medical scheme. He had taken the drug orally 
and had not resorted to injections. He said he was 
willing to follow the advice given to him at the North 
Ryde Psychiatric Clinic, and was confident he could 
rehabilitate himself. 

Giving Ryan the two years suspended sentence, Mr. 
E. H. Harvey, S.M., ordered him to enter a £100 bond 
for a period of three years and comply with certain 
conditions. 


“RESEARCH” 


Presidential Address A. Winterton to the Pharma- 

ceutical Society of New South Wales—March 1961 

In the Sixteenth Century A.D., Paracelsus propounded 
the theory that the body contained three vital elements, 
sulphur, mercury and salt, and that disease was caused 
by unbalance of these factors. Disease, therefore, could 
be treated by dosing with the deficient element. With 
the study of chemistry developing in the Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth Centuries man’s ideas about the treat- 
ment of disease changed. More recently, the study of 
physiology and biochemistry has widened the apemrects 
in the search for more effective drugs, and this has had 
the result of producing outstanding developments in 
the fields of pharmacy and pharmacology. Chemists 
have isolated the active principles of many drugs and 
other substances such as vitamins and hormones. They 
have been able to modify these active principles to 
enhance their desirable properties and remove un- 
desirable ones. 

Prior to the Nineteenth Century the only substances 
available for use as drugs were those which occurred 
in nature. Today the number of organic compounds 
known is almost limitless, and systematic searches are 
proceeding continuously to discover new compounds 
which will meet special therapeutic needs. Even less 
than a hundred years ago the preparation of most 
products by pharmacists was based upon empirical 
knowledge often handed down from father to son or 
master to apprentice, generation after generation. With 
increasing knowledge and wider education a sounder 
approach has gradually evolved. 

The need for better education of pharmacists by 
trained teachers was realised early in this century when 
in New South Wales the University was asked to provide 
an academic course in Pharmacy to be attended while

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the student was apprenticed to a pharmacist. This 
course, with gradual improvement, satisfied the needs 
until a full degree course was instituted last year. — 

As the pharmacy course has become more intensive 
scientific research in the Department has also increased 
proportionately. This is an essential part of under- 
graduate and graduate training. The medical profession 
is making demands for new drugs and additional know- 
ledge of existing drugs and, if the future of pharmacy 
is to be assured, it is essential to train pharmacists to 
pier these demands and to encourage research in these 

elds. 

The Pharmacy Department of the University of 
Sydney has always maintained an active research pro- 
gramme which has enabled it to develop a research 
tradition within the University. In fact, for years, it 
was the only Pharmacy School in the Commonwealth 
outside Britain which produced original research work 
of a serious nature. 

Under Mr. H. Finnemore, the Department developed 
two main lines of research: 

(a) The investigation of plant constituents with par- 
ticular emphasis on poison plants, especially 
cyanogenetic plants which were responsible for 
losses of stock in N.S.W. 

In 1939 interest in Duboisia as a source of hyoscine was 
re-awakened, and in the following year commercial pro- 
duction of hyoscine was established in Australia. It is 
reported that a manufacturing firm was asked to supply 
six ounces of hyoscine hydrobromide within a month 
and managed to do so. This being the first made on a 
manufacturing scale here. In the following war years 
some thousands of ounces of this alkaloidal salt was 
exported. Research on luboisia was carried out -for 
several years in the Pharmacy Department and some 
work also on other potential drug plants, e.g. Alstonia 
constricta. The amount of morphine in Australian opium 
poppy plants was also investigated as a wartime project. 

(b) Applied pharmaceutics. Mr. Finnemore was 
Editor of the A.P.F. from 1931 to 1945, and during 
that time undertook and encouraged work on the 
formulation of A.P.F. preparations. Papers deal- 
ing with stability and incompatibility were pub- 
lished in “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy.” 

In recent years the chief research activities in the 
Department have been: 

(a) Investigations of the chemical nature of cardiac 

glycosides in plants growing in Australia. 

(b) Study of the ultimate fate in the animal body of 
of the following drugs: cardiac glycosides, ergot 
alkaloids and related compounds, and stilboestrol. 

(c) Study of the metabolism of certain azo dyes and 
anti-oxidants with a view to determining their 
safety as food additives. 

(d) Study of the stability of certain pharmaceutical 
chemicals under dispensing conditions; in par- 
ticular phenobarbitone, atropine, homatropine, 
hyoscine, amethocaine and morphine. 

(e) Experiments in formulation involving incompati- 
bilities, and new emulsifying and suspending 
agents. 

In order to carry out this programme it has been 
necessary to seek financial assistance from sources 
outside the University. Thus in 1961 grants were ob- 
tained from the following: 

National Health and Medical Research Council £5000 
The State Cancer Council £230 
The Council of Australian Food Technologists _. = 
Burroughs Wellcome Research Fellowship £2000 
A good deal of modern equipment for advanced research 
is now available in the Department and full use is 
made of it. Thus the Department now possesses an 
Infra Red Spectrophotometer (cost £4500), a Packard 
Tricarb Liquid Scintillation Counter (cost £6000), Gas- 
Liquid Chromatography Columns (cost £1500), an Ultra 
Violet Spectrophotometer, polarimeters and other ap- 
paratus for high precision work. 
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To assist this research, and we hope to expand its 
operations, particularly in the field of pharmaceutics, 
the Society has put in motion the machinery to form a 
trust to care for moneys donated to assist the research. 
A committee, called together by the Society, will recom- 
mend grants for research projects, establishment of 
scholarships, and the purchase of equipment from time 
to time, somewhat similarly to the Post Graduate 
Medical Foundation of the University. Members of the 
Society have been asked to contribute funds, and I am 
proud to say the response has been magnificent. The 
Society, assured of funds, can now approach others 
vitally interested in Pharmacy for further assistance. 
With such funds research projects in such important 
subjects as drug absorption, dose forms, distribution of 
drugs in the body and special formulation methods, can 
be attempted. 

The future is now in our hands, and I am convinced 
that research carried out in the Pharmacy Department 
will enhance the reputation of Pharmacy with the public, 
with the Government, and will also increase the status 
of the School within the University.

Minutes of the Previous Annual General Meeting.— 
The President referred to the provisions of Article 53, 
and stated that he had perused the minutes of the pre- 
vious Annual General Meeting, held on March 30, 1960, 
and he proposed to sign them as a correct record. It 
was resolved that the minutes of the previous Annual 
General Meeting be signed as correct. 


Telegram.—A telegram was received from Mr. Sam 
Morris, Newcastle and Hunter Valley Pharmacists’ Asso- 
ciation—“Apologies unable attend tonight. Congrats. 
for fine year’s effort. Best wishes incoming Committee 
from N.H.V.P.A.” 


Annual Report, Balance Sheet and Accounts.—In mov- 
ing the adoption of the annual report, balance sheet and 
accounts, Mr. Winterton said the report adequately 
covered the year’s operations. It had been a very fav- 
ourable year; new ground had been broken. It was not 
necessary to go through the report in detail. 

He then formally moved the adoption of the annual 
report, balance sheet and accounts, and called on the 
Treasurer, Mr. E. G. Hall, to second the motion. 

Mr. Hall said he was very pleased to second the 
motion. Reference to the accounts showed that the 
annual subscriptions totalled £8400. Out of this income 
£2857 had been paid for the “A.J.P.”; this represented 
2/- for each copy of the Journal. It had come to the 
stage when we must give thought to the cost, 33.7% of 
the income from subscriptions. On the other hand, the 
Digest costs £455, or about 5% of the income from sub- 
scriptions. The percentage of 33% to 5% was out of 
proportion when the intrinsic values of the two organs 
were considered. It took more than one-third of the 
income to provide members of the Society with the 
“A.J.P.” Council might have to consider a separate 
“A.J.P.” fee if costs continued to rise. 

Looking at the 85th balance sheet, members would 
note that treasury bonds and inscribed stock amount to 
£2850, while cash at bank totalled £9345/19/10. 

The net surplus for the year was £1754/7/8.

Mr. Hall concluded by saying, “The Society’s finances 
are in a sound state.”

A member asked: “On this problem of a two-tier pro- 
fession, has such an occurrence come about in any coun- 
try? Have you a4 Positive ideas as to what may hap-

Dr. Dare: “You are talking about a different matter. 
The fear in Great Britain was that people would be 
coming in by two avenues for registration, one lower 
than the graduate. Your question is, how are graduates 
going to fit in with the existing pharmacist? There is 
no need for any trouble about this. The degree man 
gets a far better education, but the experience of the 
older man counterbalances this. When the young 
graduate gets in the company of the older pharmacist, 
there is no question of considering him inferior.” 


Mr. Johnson: “You have recognised that the greater 
number of graduates go into general practice. Will you 
enlarge upon the tie-up with the practice of dispensing 
as it is today?” 

Dr. Dare: “The practice of dispensing has changed 
enormously over the last 25 years. A lot of the manipu- 
lative procedures have been removed, but that has not 
removed the responsibilities. In the pre-sulphonamide 
era they were mainly placebos, but the drugs today are 
specific and more dangerous. The pharmacist trained on 
a degree course is trained in pharmacology like the 
physician. In the teaching hospitals in Great Britain, 
the pharmacist is a source from which you derive the 
knowledge of drugs. The younger pharmacists have 
been made a complementary member of the health 
team.” 


Mr. Winterton thanked Dr. Dare on behalf of the 
assemblage for his address. (Applause.) 


Future Location of Society’s Office.— 


Mr. Pollard: “My reason for asking the question is 
this division of pharmacy into professional and business 
sides. The view of pharmacy in the public mind is 
different. The Society and the Guild have different 
aspects to the public. Science House conveys prestige 
on the Society. The Society should be able to speak on 
the professional side. The left hand should know what 
the right hand is doing, but it should not appear to 
know in this case. The Society should keep to the pro- 
fessional side of pharmacy in the future, because that 
is the more important. It should keep apart from the 
business side. The Society should retain its independ- 
ence with a separate office. A move from Science House 
would be a backward step.” 

Mr. Winterton said: “The Society in the past had 
shared the staff. There would be a separate staff in 
future. The Society would still have a separate voice 
even if it was located in the same building as the 
Guild.” 

Mr. Brown, of Burwood, said: “As practising pharma- 
cists we operate a dual role; some might only support 
the Guild, but the majority would have both thoughts 
in mind. Good would come from the association of the 
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Guild with the Society. Working together has produced 
good results for the whole of pharmacy.” 


Mr. Winterton said: “As there are no further questions, 
I will close the meeting. You are now in a position to 
inspect the different laboratories which are open for 
your inspection. After which there will be a light supper 
in the Common Room.”

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CAL RECOMMENDATION CONCERNING THE USE OF 
INFLUENZA VIRUS VACCINE IN 1961.

he C.S.L. Polyvalent Influenza Virus Vaccine currently being issued, is 
recommended for general immunization at the present time. Several strains of Asian 
type (A2) virus, isolated from the current epidemic in the United Kingdom, have 
been compared with that in the C.S.L. vaccine, and appear to be identical 
immunologically. 


C.S.L. Influenza Virus Vaccine contains a major component against the Asian 
type (A2) virus, together with adequate components of the other two A types 
(A and Al) and type B. There are also present small components against Swine 
Influenza and Sendai (Para-influenza 1) type viruses. The vaccine thus has com- 
ponents against all known influenza viruses that can be grown for this purpose. 
Also, it should be as effective against expected epidemic strains, as in the past. 
New immunologic variants, not represented in the vaccine, are not known by 
C.S.L. to have occurred elsewhere. 


For adults who have not had any influenza vaccination during the past two 
years it is recommended that a full primary course of two 1 ml. doses be given 
subcutaneously at three to four weeks interval. If vaccination was carried out last 
year, a single booster dose of 1 ml. subcutaneously, is recommended. 


Since the primary course of two doses takes about two months to produce the 
best protection in a subject, it is recommended that immunizations of this type 
be planned to reach peak protective status by mid-May wherever practicable. 
This means doses should be given before the end of April. 


The response to a single booster in a previously immunized person is quite 
rapid —a peak being reached about 7 days after the dose. This repeat immunization 
is thus effective given at any time, and is best planned to take place in the latter 
part of April, under normal circumstances. It can be given earlier, should an epidemic 
threaten. 


This year the immunization of children — particularly those under four years 
of age who would not have been exposed to the original Asian epidemic — has 
come into focus. C.S.L. has not previously recommended this, but now accepts 
the recommendations of the United States Public Health Service’s Advisory Com- 
mittee on Influenza Research, which are — 

1. Children three months old to pre-school age: Primary course of two doses 

0.1 ml. to 0.2 ml. of C.S.L. Influenza Virus Vaccine given subcutaneously 
one or two weeks apart. Booster dose, of same size and route, two or three 
months later. 

Children 6 years to 12 years: Primary course of two doses of 0.5 ml. of 
C.S.L. Influenza Virus Vaccine given subcutaneously two or more months 
apart. 


A special vaccine has been prepared for the Health Commission of Victoria to 
facilitate the mass immunization of infants 6 months to 5 years of age. The 
antigen here has been calibrated to fit into a 0.5 ml. dose (compared with 0.1 ml. 
of the regular C.S.L. Influenza Virus Vaccine). It is not intended to make this a 
routine issue product, although practitioners may readily obtain it on special request 
from C.S.L.

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ADDITION TO SPECIFIED DRUGS SCHEDULE 


The following substance was added to the Seventh 
Schedule, Poisons Act 1958, by Proclamation in the 
Victoria Gazette, No. 24, March 29, 1961— 

ALPHA-PHTHALIMIDOGLUTHARIMIDE 


_ This substance is sold under the trade name Disdeval, 
in Australia. 


Drugs and preparations included in the Seventh Sche- 
dule are known as “potent drugs.” Their sale is limited 
to pharmaceutical chemists and persons holding certi- 
ficates as general dealers in poisons. The containers 
must be labelled “This is a potent drug and care must 
be exercised in using it.” 


ADDITION TO THE POTENT DRUGS SCHEDULE 


By Proclamation in the Government Gazette, No. 24, 
March 29, 1961, the following substances were added to 
the list of drugs known as Potent Drugs, subject to 
Regulations imposing special restrictions under Part IV 
of the Poisons Act 1958:— 

GLUTETHIMIDE and 
ALPHA-PHTHALIMIDOGLUTARIMIDE 


Alpha-phthalimidoglutarimide is marketed under the 
trade name of Distabol. 

The effect of the proclamation is that the substances 
are controlled as Potent Drugs. Sale is limited to 
pharmaceutical chemists and general dealers in Poisons, 
more than four miles from the nearest pharmacy. Con- 
tainers must be labelled with the name of the substance, 
with the words: “This is a potent drug and care must 
be taken in using it,” together with the name and the 
address of the seller. 

Glutethimide is not a new addition to the list, but has 
been re-gazetted because of a technical defect in the 
wording of the former proclamation.

AMENDING HEALTH (PROPRIETARY MEDICINES) 
BILL 


The Honourable Sir Ewen Cameron, Minister of 
Health, obtained leave in the Legislative Council on 
March 21, to introduce a Bill to amend Division 3 of 
Part XIV of the Health Act 1958, and the Bill was 
brought in and read a first time on that date. 


In his second reading speech on March 21, the Minister 
explained the purpose of the Bill. He pointed out that 
under the original proprietary medicines legislation 
which came into operation in 1955, a register of all 
registered proprietary medicines had to be kept. There 
were now approximately 9,000 different proprietary 
medicines listed. 


It was necessary for persons to make application to 
a Proprietary Medicines Committee for registration of 
products. If the application were refused there was 
provision for appeal. 


In reply to a question, the Minister said there had 
not been many appeals. It was now found that there 
were many obsolete medicines listed in the register. 
The Amending Bill proposed to give the Chief Health 
Officer, through the Committee, the right to remove 
obsolete medicines. This right could apply to a danger- 
ous medicine, but there would still be the right of ap- 
peal, first, to the Committee, secondly to the Chief 
Health Officer and thirdly to the Supreme Court. The 
medicine must have been on the list for ten years 
before any action for removal could be taken. 

The Minister said that the amendment would give 
the Committee and the Chief Health Officer the chance 
to remove from the register a medicine that was no 
good, and it still allowed the proprietor the right of 
appeal. 

When the debate was resumed on March 28, the Hon. 
Buckley Machin said he was somewhat disturbed over 
Clause 3, which reads: “After the expiration of not less 
than ten years from the registration of any proprietary 
medicine pursuant to the provisions of this Division or 
from any review of registration pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section the committee may, and when 
required by the Chief Health Officer shall, review the 
registration of any proprietary medicine.” 

He did not think any reputable firm would require 
a period of ten years before withdrawing a medicine 
from the market if it were found to be harmful. 

There were some proprietors who did not inform the 
public as to certain ill effects that might follow the 
taking of their medicines. The people read and heard 
of the public being brainwashed by means of radio and 
other forms of advertising, in which good features were 
highlighted, but there was no mention of possible detri- 
mental effects. 

He hoped the legislation would do some good. 

The Hon. W. O. Fulton said he considered the mea- 
sure should receive the endorsement of all Members of 
Parliament. He felt that by effluxion of time mixtures 


of little or no use to the public would automatically drop 
out of sale and be forgotten. 


After passing the Committee stage the Bill was re- 
ported to the House without amendment and passed 
through its remaining stages. 


THE VICTORIAN COLLEGE OF PHARMACY 
Official Opening of the 1961 Session 


Students, staff, Council members and visitors almost 
filled the Assembly Hall and gallery for the Opening 
of the 1961 College Session at 10 a.m. on Tuesday, 
March 21. The President of the Pharmaceutical Society, 
Mr. F. W. Johnson, opened proceedings and welcomed 
those present. To the students he extended a very 
special welcome. He said they were the reason for the 
existence of this College. It was theirs and they belonged 
to it. The College could not function without students, 
and conversely, without the College or a similar institu- 
tion, the community could not obtain the pharmaceu- 
tical services. He believed the Council and its staff 
would continue to provide first class training for phar- 
maceutical chemists, and that students would realise 
their obligations to the institution, to their teachers, to 
their parents and to themselves. 


He offered congratulations to those who were about 
to receive prizes. He knew they had earned a reward 
by their successes. A presentation of a prize was the 
only method by which the Council could demonstrate 
its pleasure at their success. 


He extended good wishes to parents, relatives and 
friends of the prize winners who were present. Among 
the audience were individuals and representatives of 
firms who had shown their interest in the College in a 
practical manner by providing prizes. He wished to 
include them in his expression of thanks. 


Mr. Johnson then extended to the Premier, the Honor- 
able H. E. Bolte, a really sincere welcome. 


He said they were proud that he had come to speak 
to them at this Opening Ceremony. 


Continuing, Mr. Johnson said the Council of the 
College was conscious of its indebtedness to the Govern- 
ment of which he was the head. Without such help it 
was doubtful that the College would have been built. 
On behalf of the Council, he wished to record publicly 
their very sincere thanks for the help and encourage- 
ment received from the Ministers and Senior Depart- 
mental Officers. 


They were, of course, proud that they had helped 
themselves to a very considerable extent. Members 
and friends of pharmacy had contributed over a quarter 
of a million pounds towards the cost of the building. 
They were proud also of the fact that for 75 years they 
had maintained the College and had undertaken the 
very responsible work of educating pharmaceutical 
chemists of the State without any cost to the State 
Treasury. That, he thought, was unique. Mr. Johnson 
then introduced Mr. Bolte to the audience which received 
him with acclamation. 


ADDRESS BY THE PREMIER 


Mr. Johnson, Mr. Dean, ladies and gentlemen: On 
arrival here this morning, I asked Mr. Johnson how do 
you go about delivering an inaugural address, because 
I’m positive I’d not know. 


First of all, regarding pharmacy, I suppose the 
maximum requirements I would need up to this point 
are about two doses of A.P.C. a year. Perhaps the cynic 
and the critic might say, well I dispense headaches 
rather than collect them myself. 


On the basis of the prize-giving, I know more about 
handing them out rather than receiving them, and that 
also applied to my academic life I might mention. The

you can work that out for yourself. 


But at least I do know something about pharmacy 
generally and its place in the community. I was very 
delighted to have been of some assistance to your 
Council during the past six years which has meant the 
building of this magnificent College, and I am sure that 
the results will flow from year to year by the efforts 
particularly of the profession itself which have been 
instrumental in maintaining a standard that was laid 
down by the pioneers some 70-odd years ago and has 
been excellently maintained. Of course the demand is 
for a higher standard each year, and if I have a message 
to give this morning it is perhaps on the basis of a 
challenge. 


During the last five years, ladies and gentlemen, the 
population in our schools has risen by 44 per cent.—a 
44 per cent. increase in five years. The school leaving 
age, although it hasn’t beer altered, has meant that we 
have reached this position without altering because 
here in Victoria more children are now attending schools 
to the age of 16 than even in the States where they 
have the compulsury leaving age of 16. That shows the 
recognition, by both parents and students, of the need 
for higher education. And then when you get into the 
tertiary field, in which you are, you can see the great 
demand on the resources not only of this State but of 
Australia. Whereas it took 106 years to reach 12,000 
students at the University of Melbourne, we oaene, 
predict that Monash, the new University, will reac 
that figure in ten years. So much so that we have to 
immediately plan further extensions of University 
education. 


So with all the foresight in the world your Council 
here has provided adequate accommodation for 1961. 
How on earth they are going to accommodate in 1971 I 
wouldn’t know because we are growing at the rate, in 
this country, of a population increase so fast—in fact it’s 
faster, ladies and gentlemen, than any other given part 
of the free Western world. In Victoria alone last Sep- 
tember we passed 2,915,000, and I believe by this time 
next year we will have passed the three million mark. 
Well that might sound a little airy-fairy, but when you 
take it in a practical sense that each year we are growing 
at the rate of 80,000 persons, equivalent perhaps to the 
city of Geelong, you must appreciate the fact that the 
demand in all phases of life—industry, commerce, pro- 
fessional, social—every phase—must be a tremendous 
demand. Now when you add to that the competition 
that you are going to receive with 44 per cent. increase 
in our school population, you can see that the public 
generally is demanding higher standards, and I am sure 
that the College here will, of course, be providing a 
higher standard. It’s going to be fierce competition, 
ladies and gentlemen, very fierce, and if there’s a 
message to the students, it is this—that perhaps you 
are a little fortunate to be a student here in 1961— if 
you happen to be here in 1970 well there’ll be fewer 
places. (Laughter.) I would think if you are here in 
1970 we are going to have some peculiar mixtures during 
the next few years. But speaking in a general way, 
the student of 1970 will meet very fierce competition, 
and it’s up to all of us to meet this challenge. Now 
perhaps one of the reasons why I don’t get an excessive 
number of headaches is because I am supremely con- 
fident that the moral, physical and mental fibre of the 
average Australian is such that we are going to meet 
this undoubted challenge. 


We also must, of course, believe—believe right in 
our hearts—that we have a great country, and we do 
have a great country. We believe that an 11 million 
population is just the beginning—we’ve got to aspire 
and achieve to 20 million people as quickly as possible 
so that everybody in this country will be productively 
and gainfully employed. And you've got a great part 
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to play in that, ladies and gentlemen, with the higher 
standard of living—the longevity of people now been 
increased from, we will say 55 years at the turn of 
the century, now exceeding 70 years—with medicine 
and pharmacy combining to play a very active and a 
very important part in it; with dreaded diseases of some 
years ago killers—today no longer killers. 

Think of what has happened in the T.B. field—in all 
fevers—in all aspects of medicine that have been suc- 
cessfully overcome. There are still some to conquer we 
know—principally of course cancer and heart; but you 
people, who knows amongst you today you'll be doing 
research work into these aspects of medicine, pharmacy. 
Well, if you aren’t optimistic enough to think that, I’d 
advise any student not to start—you’ve got to have faith 
in yourself, that you are going to do a job well and truly, 
that you are going to do it properly, and that’s the only 
way to enter into any walk of life—to believe that your 
chosen line is the one line that is for you, and that 
you are going to do it better than the next one. 

I believe that is the Australian outlook today—A 
small country in numbers but terribly important in 
the whole scheme of things in the free world, and we 
are playing such an important part today in the world, 
ladies and gentlemen, far and above and beyond the 
numbers we have in this country, and I can visualise 
in the not too distant future, the impact we can make— 
particularly with our neighbours and friends in the 
Asian areas, and that applies generally in all fields— 
pharmacy included—so I think you have a very real 
challenge to meet, and I’m sure your Dean and the staff 
here, and the industry generally, feel that way towards 
it, otherwise why on earth would these people who are 
now established in business, who have made a success 
of their lives, bother to commit themselves to huge 
expenditure to give you modern amenities, to give you 
facilities, where you can assimilate learning and develop 
by that learning and then play a worthwhile part in the 
community. 


That’s about the only message I can give you, ladies 
and gentlemen, this morning at the start of this academic 
year. I believe that you now have something in the 
vicinity of 700 students here, an intake of maybe 200 
annually. Let the 200 that come in annually—let there 
be less of this first year failure—that’s a real tragedy, 
ladies and gentlemen, a tragedy—to think of knowledge 
that is wasted—a year out of your own lives as well 
as the year given by the tutorial staff; and I do entreat 
the students on this basis—you’ve got a great oppor- 
tunity, grasp it, and if you do you'll thank your lucky 
stars that you did in this year of 1961. 


Well, 1 never like coming anywhere unless I can 
assume the role of perhaps a minor Father Christmas. 
I’ve been given to understand that the students here 
don’t get concession fares equivalent to University 
students. Well, I can confidently predict that that will 
be remedied in the very near future. 


Now then, Mr. Johnson, Mr. Dean, ladies and gentle- 
men, it is a very great pleasure to me to officially 
declare open—I suppose that is what an inaugural 
address should be—this year of work and learning to 
the advantage and benefit of all of us. 


Distribution of Prizes 


The Chairman then called on the Dean of the College 
to introduce the prize-winners to Mr. Bolte, who dis- 
tributed the prizes. 


At the conclusion of the address and distribution of 
prizes, the Dean of the College expressed the thanks 
of the gathering to Mr. Bolte for his interesting and 
challenging address. He asked Mr. Bolte to accept a 
book with a suitable inscription as a memento of the 
occasion. 


The Dean announced that Mr. Alan Ronald Hibberd 
had successfully completed the course for Fellowship 
(by examination) of the Society.

Mr. Braithwaite said he thought the setting up of 
this Committee had achieved something very useful. 
He thought the proceedings very interesting and he 
knew the members’ action was appreciated. 

The President thanked Mr. Braithwaite for his report. 

Entrance Examination.—A communication was re- 
ceived from the Secretary, Victorian Pharmacy Students’ 
Association, suggesting that the Board consider matricu- 
lation mathematics for inclusion as a_ pre-requisite 
subject for entrance to the Pharmacy Course. 

The matter was fully discussed, the Dean of the 
College being invited to the meeting at this stage to 
comment. 

The President reminded members that the Board had 
previously been asked to consider a proposal to include 
matriculation mathematics as a pre-requisite subject. 

It was resolved that the students be thanked for their 
interest and that the suggestion be brought forward for 
further consideration at the next meeting of the Board. 

Dispensing of Eye Drops.—A draft letter to the De- 
partment of Health, Canberra, by the President was 
approved. 

In this communication it was pointed out the failure 
to recognise costing under the N.H.S. Tariff. The aseptic 
procedure as required by the A.P.F. and B.P.C. might 
encourage dispensing of eye drops without the treatment 
laid down in these books of standards. 

Resignation of President.—This matter was deferred 
at the March meeting of the Board when Mr. Manning 
intimated that he would be proceeding overseas at the 
end of the year, and for that reason he proposed to 
tender his resignation as a member of the Board and as 
President. 

The question as to whether leave of absence might be 
granted to Mr. Manning and a chairman appointed 
during his absence was discussed, and it was agreed 
that a decision in the matter be deferred until later in 
the year. 

Syllabus, 1962.—_The President drew attention to the 
application of the Board to publish examination sylla- 
buses for the Intermediate and Final Examinations and 
expressed the view that this should be done in the year 
preceding the year in which the syllabuses were to be 
introduced. 

In 1961 it was necessary to publish the syllabuses for 
the Pharmacy III examination which will be taken at 
the end of the Third Year of the new full-time course. 

It was agreed that the Council of the Pharmaceutical 
Society be requested to submit a draft syllabus on the 
various subjects by the end of July 1961. 

Financial.—The Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Wishart, sub- 
mitted the monthly financial statement, and accounts 
totalling £1430/16/10 were passed for payment. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The Chairman read a letter from Mr. G. J. Lowe, of 
Tottenham, seeking Guild policy on a request by ‘the 
Readers’ Digest Association that chemists purchase and 
distribute their publication “Hand-Book of First Aid.” 
It was decided to advise members not to co-operate, as 
the Association had not done so when a protest was 
made by the Public Relations Secretariat about a state- 
ment concerning chemists in a previous issue. 

A request from the Guild Bureau of Statistics that 
Guild members in Victoria co-operate in the Bureau’s 
suvey of overhead costs was received, and it was decided 
to circularise members telling them this was a Guild 
request. 

The Chairman read a report from the A.P.F. Editorial 
Committee of P.A.A. Mr. Lloyd moved that a sub- 
committee comprising Messrs. Grinlington, Adams, 
McLeod and Bedford examine this and submit a report 
to the S.B.C. Seconded by Mr. Scott and carried. 

A letter from V.F.R.A. seeking support of chemist 
retailers in the Federation’s efforts directed against the 
proposed closing of banks on Saturday mornings was 
discussed. 

Mr. Lloyd moved that the Guild support the Bank 
Officers’ Association in their campaign to have banks 
closed on Saturdays. This proposal was not acceptable 
to the Committee. 

Mr. Scott moved that the Committee’s views are that 
banks remain open on Saturday mornings, and that the 
protests of the Federation be supported. This motion 
was seconded by Mr. Waters and carried. 

It was decided to advise members to contact their 
M.P. expressing this view and that State Branch Com- 
mittee members should be active in this regard. 

A letter from Mr. R. M. Edwards, Dandenong, con- 
cerning the forming of a new District in the Dandenong 
area was discussed. Mr. Bedford outlined a case for a 
separate gy for this area which is now part of 
District No. 


Mr. Scott had that Federal Executive was concerned 
about the method of electing the State Branch Com- 
mittee in Victoria; that it was the only State using this 
method permitted under the Constitution, and that 
Federal Executive will consider requesting the Victorian 
Branch to come into line with the rest of the Common- 
wealth where State Branch Committees consist of 12 
members elected from the State as a whole.

INDONESIAN SCIENCE CHIEF VISITS AUSTRALIA 


Professor Sarwono Prawirohardjo, President of the 
Council for Sciences of Indonesia, arrived in Melbourne 
recently. He has been invited to Australia by C.S.I.R.O. 
and will spend four weeks here. 

The Indonesian Council for Sciences was formed in 
1956 to stimulate and co-ordinate the country’s research 
effort. It is still in its early stages of development, 
but under Indonesia’s new eight year plan the Council 
will acquire several new laboratories for the study of 
the natural resources of the country. 

Professor Sarwono is coming to Australia to find out 
how scientific research is organised here. He will visit 
C.S.I.R.O. laboratories in Melbourne, Adelaide, Sydney, 
Canberra and Perth, as well as five of our universities 
and several other scientific institutions. 

The Indonesian Council for Sciences recognises that 
many of its future research workers will come to 
Australia for training and experience. Professor Sarwono 
will be looking into the possibilities and requirements 
of Australian institutions for advanced post-graduate 
training for foreign students.

Because many people are 
confused about the accepted meaning of this word, 
W.H.O. is recommending the use of flammable with an 
opposite of non-flammable. 

A country policeman in southern Sweden recent] 
invented a special kind of latch for closing a conbenel. 
To release it, two separate movements are required. 
All the tests have shown that this is too difficult for a 
child under four. Such a device, if generally used, 
could make medicine and household cupboards safer. 

Similar safety inventions include a stopper for a 
bottle that simply goes on turning around with a 
clickety-click noise when a child tries to open it, and 
an aspirin tube made of plastic which has to be squeezed 
slightly before a tablet will come out. These two inven- 
tions stood up very well to tests with children. 

Children, and to a lesser extent old people, are the 
main victims of home poisoning accidents. The basic 
precautions against these accidents cannot be repeated 
too often. 

This year’s World Health Day theme “Accidents 
NEED NOT happen” highlights the world-wide neces- 
sity for much greater research into the causes of acci- 
dents—for more recorded information about them—and 
for more intensive safety education.
